Sib:-t— We have the honor of transmitting to you herewith, in pur- 
suance to the requirements of law creating the Corporation Commis- 
" sion, the twelfth annual report of the Commission. 

Embodied in this report will be found the proceedings and deci- 
sions rendered on all matters of general interest. The cases re- 
ferred to in the report do not represent in full the matters that de- 
manded the attention of the Commission, a$ there are hundreds of 
inquiries of every conceivable kind touching matters pertaining to 
transportation, corporations, taxation, etc., all of which are given 
attention, necessitating a voluminous amount of correspondence, 
together with the gathering of such statistical statements as are con- 
templated by law, all of which involve a vast amount of labor and 
correspondence. 

There were brought before and considered by the Commission dur- 
ing the year 282 formal complaints, making in all 3,673 complaints 
since the creation of the Corporation Commission in 1899. These 
complaints consisted principally of overcharges, freight rates, storage 
charges, petitions for stations, freight and passenger ; passenger-train 
service, connection of trains, sidetracks, and various other subjects. 
Through the intervention of the Commission new depots have been 
constructed or enlarged at about one hundred different points in the 
State, and 46 industrial sidings put in. Additional train service has 
been inaugurated between various points in the State, and train con- 
nections have been established at many points. 

The report embraces, also, statement of the condition of banks, a 
compilation of the earnings and financial condition of railroads, tele-

phone, telegraph and other corporations doing business in the State, 
together with the valuation of their property as assessed by the Com- 
mission for taxation. 

RAILROAD MILEAGE. 

There are 4,454 miles of railroads in the State, an increase of 67 
miles over last year. The four largest systems, the Atlantic Coast 
Line Eailroad, Seaboard Air Line Kailway, Norfolk Southern Rail- 
road, and Southern Railway, control more than three-fourths of the 
mileage of the State. The Atlantic Coast Line Railroad has 947 
miles; the Seaboard Air Line Railway has 616 miles; the Norfolk 
Southern Railroad has 488 miles, and the Southern Railway Com- 
pany has 1,464 miles, the total of the four systems being 3,515 miles. 
Miscellaneous roads, 939 miles, and total mileage of 4,454 for the 
State.

BANKS. 

The growth of banks in number and resources for the past ten years 
has been remarkable, as a comparison will show. The State banks 
were placed under the supervision of the Corporation Commission by 
an act of the General Assembly in the year 1899, and at that date 
there were 65 banks. There are now 348 banks. In 1899 the capital 
stock of the State banks was $2,307,297.00 ; the deposits were $7,477,- 
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512.00; total resources, $11,275,490.00. For 1910 the capital stock 
is $8,916,334.55; deposits, $44,666,651.24; total resources, $62,146,- 
351.31. Five reports are called for from each bank every year, 
besides the special examinations which are made by one of the bank 
examiners appointed by the Commission. All of these reports are 
tabulated and on file in the office for convenient reference. 

The table of comparison above shows that there has been great 
progress going on in the industrial development of the State. 

LITIGATION. 

The case of the Corporation Commission against the Norfolk and 
Western Railway, referred to in our last report, which had been insti- 
tuted and was pending before the Interstate Commerce Commission 
for decision, we are glad to report, has been decided partly in favor of 
the Commission. This was a proceeding brought by the Corporation 
Commission on its behalf and shippers and consumers 'in the cities 
of Durham and Winston-Salem and points on the line of the Norfolk 
and Western Railway intermediate, between Durham and Lynchburg,, 
and Winston-Salem and Roanoke, alleging unreasonable and unjust 
freight rates on all classes and commodities to Durham and Winston- 
Salem from Cincinnati, Chicago, St. Louis, and other western points, 
and, further, that the rates were unduly preferential and unduly dis- 
criminating in favor of Virginia cities as compared with rates to Dur- 
ham and Winston-Salem. While it is very gratifying to know that 
the decision of the Interstate Commerce Commission, as rendered, 
when put into effect, will give some relief, yet the Commission feels 
disappointed that the petition and relief sought was not granted in 
full, as we feel that we were justly entitled to all we asked for, and 
it was hoped that by having the rates properly adjusted to Durham 
and Winston-Salem it would cause other rates in North Carolina to 
be brought in line and unjust discriminations against other North 
Carolina cities removed. Although a unanimous decision was ren- 
dered June 7, 1910, in which it was held the rates complained of were 
unjust, the Commission has seen fit to modify its order from time to 
time so that it will not become effective until April 1, 1911, instead 
of October 1 , 1910. Respectfully submitted,

ADJUSTMENT OF COMPLAINTS. 



IN RE WRECK ON SOUTHERN RAILWAY AT REEDY FORK CREEK 
TRESTLE ON DECEMBER 15, 1909. 

The Commission heard of this wreck about 5 P. M., the 15th of December, 
and the chairman and Clerk II. C. Brown went by next train to investigate and 
find out the cause of it. No testimony was taken, but information was sought 
from persons who were on the scene soon after the accident occurred and by 
going, to the spot as early as practicable, and the district superintendent was 
called upon for reports from the conductor, engineer, roadmaster, section 
foreman, and others. Before the report was completed, the Southern Railway 
requested the Commission that they be allowed an opportunity to show such 
facts as they deemed pertinent to the inquiry. This was allowed, and January 
12th fixed as the date for such hearing. The Commission thought it proper 
at this hearing to have the coroner and jurors present, as they had been at 
the scene of the wreck and investigated the matter within a short time after 
it occurred, and subpoenas were issued for them. 

The matter was heard on January 12th. Southern Railway Company was 
represented by A. P. Thorn, Esq., general counsel, and Col. A. B. Andrews, 
first vice president. Witnesses were introduced and examined by Southern 
Railway, and the coroner and jurors attended and were examined as wit- 
nesses. The evidence was taken by stenographer and typewritten copies 
thereof made, which are on file in this office. 

The following are the facts as found by the Commission from information 
derived from personal investigation and from evidence offered : 

The wreck occurred at 6:33 A. M. Train was No. 11, scheduled to leave 
Danville at 5 :10 A. M. and arrive at Brown Summit at 6 :20 A. M. and arrive 
at Greensboro at 6:45 A. M. Train-sheet record shows that this train left 
Danville at 5 :14 A. M. on the date In question and arrived at Brown Summit, 
which is about 1.7 miles from the place where the wreck occurred, at 6:27 A. 
M. and left at 6 :28 A. M. ; so that the train was about seven or eight minutes 
behind schedule at the time of the wreck. 

The train consisted of engine 109, express car 370, express car 428, combi- 
nation mail and baggage car 248, colored passenger coach 1211, white passenger 
coach 1432. Richmond sleeper Ephesus, Norfolk sleeper Calpe, in service and 
located behind the engine in the order named, with a dead-head coach 981 on 
rear of the train and coupled to the Norfolk sleeper. 

The engine and train were inspected at Danville and reported in proper 
condition, and put in charge of George II. Coble, conductor, and M. Clark, 
engineer. 

The colored passenger coach, white passenger coach, Richmond and Norfolk 
sleepers, and dead-head coach were derailed and thrown from the track. 
Corp. 1 1 
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Twelve persons were killed or died soon after the wreck from injuries received 
in it, and twenty-eight persons received personal injuries. The engine, ex- 
press cars, and combination mail and baggage car were not derailed. 

The derailment occurred about 105 feet from Reedy Fork Creek trestle. 
The colored passenger coach crossed the trestle ; the other cars were uncoupled 
from the front part of the train and some of them fell from the trestle and 
some before reaching it. The trestle is 400 feet long and 25 feet high. The 
railroad track crosses this trestle on a curve of 2% degrees. The track is 
level for about an eighth of a mile on either side of the trestle. The cause 
of the derailment was a broken rail. The rail broken was steel, weighing 85 
pounds to the yard, and manufactured by the Tennessee Coal and Iron Com- 
pany and had been in use about fourteen months. It was on the outside of 
the curve and had 18 ties under it, with 24 inches of stone ballast. There were 
about 13 feet and 10 inches of the rail broken to pieces; four or five pieces only 
could be found, which measured 5 feet and H% inches. One piece of the rail 
about 10% inches in length was left in the track and attached to the next rail 
north; another piece of the rail 17 feet and inches in length was left in the 
track attached to the next rail south. The 10% -inch piece of rail referred to 
above was part of the joint and was spiked to an oak tie on which it rested, 
as was also the rail north of it. The joints north and south of the broken rail 
were fully bolted and tight after the accident. The track at the point of 
accident was laid with suspension joints, that is, with one end of the rail on 
each tie and fastened with Weber joints, one piece of iron on inside of rail, 
and on outside there is first a piece of iron and then a block of wood and then 
another piece of iron, all of which are held together with four bolts. 

The ties under the broken rail were oak ; three or four under the rail were 
sap decayed on edges and weather-beaten. The point at which the rail broke 
farthest north was immediately over a tie which was 0x7 inches. The ties 
on either side of it were 8 x 10 inches. The rail broke at a i>oint immediately 
over this 0x7 tie ; this tie had been in use for some time. 

The coroner and all of the jurors, except one. testified that in using the 
word "defective," in regard to this tie, they meant to convey the idea that the 
tie was too small. The other juror stated that he intended to include also 
cracks or splits which api>eared to be caused by some former derailment. 

The 10% -inch piece of rail and the tie were brought before the Commission 
and identified by the coroner and jurors. It was in evidence that the tie was 
sound, and upon insinuation it appeared to be so. The evidence was that the 
broken end of the 10%-inch piece of rail was found imbedded in this tie, soon 
after the wreck occurred, by the coroner and jurors. This broken piece of 
rail showed a latent defect, as did also several of the other broken pieces of 
the rail which were exhibited to the Commission. This defect in the rail was, 
in the opinion of a number of witnesses, the cause of the breaking of the rail, 
and the sole cause. It was in evidence that if there had been no tie where 
this one was, with the 8 x 10 oak ties on either side within 40 inches from 
center to center, as the oak ties were found in the track, this would have 
been a safe track with an 85-pound steel rail. 

The break of the rail at the farthest point north indicated that it had been 
cracked for some time — that is, the break indicated that there was a crack on 
the bottom or T part of the rail all the way across it. 
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It was ill evidence that the Southern Railway lias employed an engineer 
of maintenance of way, roadmaster, supervisor, section foreman and gang, 
whose duty it was to keep that part of the road on which this accident 
occurred in good and safe condition. 

From the foregoing facts, the Commission is of opinion that the latent 
defect, known as the "pipe" in the rail, was the cause of this derailment. 
This defect was in the manufacture of the rail, and could not have heen 
discovered hy the railroad company. 

The Commission is of opinion that the rail broke first at the point 105 feet 
north from the trestle about 10V£ inches from the joint and immediately over 
si small weather-beaten, but sound, oak tie. From an inspection of this tie 
and the pieces of broken rail, we are of the opinion that the defect in the rail 
was the cause to which the wreck is to be attributed. 

It is ordered that the Southern Railway Company pay the cost of the wit- 
nesses summoned by the Corporation Commission, which will be taxed by the 
rlerk of the Commission. Fhankun McNeill.

J. W. GARRISON v. MORGANTON WATERWORKS COMPANY— IN RE 
ASSESSMENT OF THE MORGANTON WATERWORKS COMPANY. 

This is a proceeding begun by J. W. Garrison, tax collector for the Morgan- 
ton Graded School District, a district comprising the town of Morganton. in 
which the Morganton Waterworks Company's plant Is situated. 

For the convenience of the parties the matter was heard in the courthouse 
In Morganton on February 10, 1010. A. C. Avery, Jr., Esq., was present and 
represented the petitioner. Mr. James V. Pomeroy, president of the Morganton 
Waterworks Company, was present and represented his company. .The Mor- 
ganton Waterworks Company asked permission and was allowed to file a 
written answer." 

Evidence was offered by both parties, which was taken by stenographer, and 
typewritten copy thereof made and tiled in this office. From admissions made 
in the answer and from the evidence offered, the following facts are found : 

The Morganton Waterworks Company appears on the county and town tax 
duplicates as assessed for $11,000. The property cost to date $42,808.17, and 
has never been on a paying basis, but, on the contrary, has suffered a loss of 
$3,325.02 from oi>eration, and the company is paying interest on the above 
amounts. 

Thirty thousand dollars of this indebtedness is secured by bonds of the 
company, which bear 5 per cent interest per annum. The rest of the indebted- 
ness bears per cent interest per annum. The Morganton Waterworks Com- 
pany offered to sell this property to the town of Morganton for $46,000. The 
gross earnings of the Morganton Waterworks Company for the year ending 
October 30, 1009, were $4,718.53, and operating expenses for the same period 
were $3,333.45. So that there was an income from operation for that period 
of $1,385.08. The interest which accrued for the same period was $2,406.35. 
So that there was a deficit for that period of $1,021.27. 
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It was estimated that it would cost from $27,000 to $30,000 to reproduce this 
plant at prices prevailing last year. 

The assessment for $11,000 which appeared on the tax books was the valua- 
tion at which this property was given in by the agent of the Morganton Water- 
works Company. It was not an assessment made by the township board of 
list takers and assessors or by the Board of Equalization. From the report of 
the Morganton Waterworks Company to the Corporation Commission it did 
not appear that the capital stock was worth more than $11,000, and so no 
corporate excess was certified from them for taxation. 

In view of the evidence at this hearing, it does not appear that the capital 
stock has any value over the value of the tangible property, as there are 
liabilities of about $45,000 now outstanding. It Is clear that the tangible 
property of this company is assessed too low. Upon all the evidence in this 
case it appears that this property should be assessed at $25,000, and it is 
so ordered. 

It is further ordered that a copy of this order be certified to the Board of 
County Commissioners of Burke County, to the end that they cause the correc- 
tion to be made in the tax duplicates for next year so as to show assessment 
of $25,000 on said property ; and that they may cause the tax on the difference, 
to wit, $14,000, to be computed for the current year and added to the tax 
duplicates for the next year. Franklin McNeill,

IN RE PETITION OF SOUTHERN RAILWAY COMPANY FOR RELIEF 
FROM OPERATION OF CHAPTER 446, LAWS OF 1909, ON YARD LOCO- 
MOTIVES. 

This petition was heard on February 26, 1910. The petitioner was repre- 
sented by Col. W. B. Rodman. 

Upon consideration of the allegations, admissions, and argument, the Com- 
mission is of the opinion that petitioner is entitled to relief prayed for as to 
locomotives operated on the Mount Airy and Wilkesboro branches and Taylors- 
ville and Winston-Salem branches. These locomotives are expressly exempt by 
the statute while on these branch lines, and the Commission does not think it 
advisable to require them to be equipped with electric-power headlights while 
entering yards at Greensboro or Charlotte, both of which yards have double 
tracks, block signals, and interlocking devices for protection of trains on yards, 
and inasmuch as the statute exempts switch engines from this equipment. 

It is, therefore, ordered that the prayer of petitioner be granted as to such 
engines. 

The prayer of petitioner as to locomotives operated on the Danville and Nor- 
folk Railway; the Columbia Division, between Charlotte and State line; the 
Charlotte Division, between Charlotte and State line; the Asheville Division, 
between Asheville and Tennessee line; and the Asheville Division, between 
Asheville and South Carolina State line, near Tryon, is refused.

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CITIZENS OF SANPORD v. SOUTHERN RAILWAY COMPANY, SEA- 
BOARD AIR LINE RAILWAY, AND ATLANTIC COAST LINE RAIL- 
ROAD COMPANY. 

This cause coming on to be heard on exceptions by Southern Railway and 
for farther directions, after due notice to the Southern Railway that exceptions 
would be heard on Thursday, March 17, 1910, and Southern Railway having 
failed to appear, and It appearing to the Commission that said exceptions are 
without merit and cannot be sustained : It is ordered that the said exceptions 
be and they are hereby overruled. 

It is again ordered that the defendants unite in the joint undertaking and 
expense of erecting, providing, and maintaining a union passenger station at 
San ford, commensurate with the business and revenues of defendants at that 
place, and that the work on same be begun within thirty days from the date 
hereof.

IN RE ASSESSMENT OF THE RALEIGH SAVINGS BANK AND TRUST 
COMPANY AS OF APRIL 1, 1910. 

The shares of stock in this bank are assessed for taxation at $104.40 each. 
In assessing the shares of stock in this bank, the Corporation Commission 
followed the direction of the statute, as it did not appear such shares had a 
market value, by adding together the capital stock, surplus and undivided 
profits and deducting therefrom the amount of real and personal property 
owned by said Institution on which it paid taxes, as follows: 

Capital stock $15,000.00 

Surplus 60,000.00 

Undivided profits 342.25 

making a total of $75,342.25, and deducting therefrom the assessed value of 
real and personal property as follows : 

Office furniture $ 3,000.00 

Commercial National Bank stock 8,700.00 

Fidelity Bank stock 1,000.00 

making a total of $12,700, leaving a balance of $62,042.25, which, divided by 
600, the number of shares of stock of said bank, ascertained the value of each 
share to be $104.40 subject to taxation. There was no allegation that there 
was any Insolvent debts due this Institution. 

This assessment is not satisfactory to John T. Pullen, who owns 14 shares 
of stock in this institution. He contends, and the report on which this as- 
sessment is based shows, that the bank has a surplus of $60,000 and has 
invested $55,000 of this surplus in North Carolina State bonds issued under 
chapter 512, Laws 1909, and that this amount should also be deducted from 
the aggregate value of all of the shares of stock. In other words, the con- 
tention is that, in addition to the assessed value of real and personal property 
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on which the corporation pays taxes, $55,000 should be deducted because this . 
much of the surplus of the bank was Invested In the above-named bonds. 

The Corporation Commission failed to see the force of this contention, as 
they were not assessing the capital stock, or surplus, or undivided profits of 
the bank, but a distinct species of property, to wit, the shares of stock of the 
bank in the hands of the shareholders. The bank is not required by law 
to list any of its property, whether capital stock, surplus, undivided profits, or 
other property, except so much of it as is invested in real estate Inside of this 
State. And so this bank already had the full exemption from taxation of its 
North Carolina State bonds. The only property listed by the bank for taxa- 
tion was office furniture, $3,000; Commercial National Bank stock, $8,700. and 
Fidelity Bank stock. $1,000; and these amounts were deducted. 

The General Assembly did not intend that the value of the property exempt 
from taxation which is owned by a corporation should be deducted from the 
aggregate value of all of the shares of stock in said corporation, in order to 
ascertain the value of such shares for taxation, as appears from the plain 
directions of the statute. The value of such shares of stock in the hands of 
shareholders shall be the market value. If they have no market value, the 
actual value shall be ascertained by adding together the capital, surplus, and 
undivided profits and deducting therefrom, not such property as Is exempt 
from taxation, but the amount of real and personal proj>erty owned by said 
institution on which it pays taxes. See Machinery Act, Laws 1909, chapter 
440, section 33. There is no conflict between this statute and chapter 512, 
Laws 1909. 

That the shares of stock in the hands of shareholders are a distinct species 
of property from that owned by the corporation, and that the General Assem 
bly can require It to be taxed at its value, notwithstanding that a part or the 
whole of It Is invested in property exempt from taxation, has been held in our 
courts in Belo v. Commissioners, 82 N. C, 415 : Commissioners v. Tobacco Com- 
pany, 116 N. C, 441, and numerous other cases, and by the Supreme Court of 
the United States in case of Cleveland Trust Company v. Lander. 184 IT. S.. 
Ill ; 46 V. S., U. L. Ed., 4,"(>. Notwithstanding the number of words used to 
exempt the same, namely, "The bonds and coupons shall be exempt from all 
State, county, and municipal taxation or assessment, direct or indirect, general 
or special, whether Imposed for general revenue or otherwise, and the interest 
paid thereon shall not be subject to taxation as income ; nor shall State bonds 
or coupons be subject to taxation when constituting a part of the surplus of 
any bank, trust company, or other corporation," we are of the opinion that the 
same cannot be construed so as to authorize the deduction contended for by 
the plaintiff, in view of the authorities cited above.

The 
petitioner is, therefore, authorized and empowered to proceed with the con- 
demnation proceedings, as prayed for in i>etition, before the Clerk of the 
Superior Court of Madison County, and condemn, according to law, the said 
dwelling-house, garden, and yard of the resinmdents.

CITIZENS OF ANSONVILLE v. WINSTON-SALEM SOUTHBOUND RAIL- 
WAY COMPANY— IN RE DEPOT FACILITIES. 

The above-named parties agreed in writing to submit this controversy to the 
Corporation Commission as arbitrators. Notice was given that the matter 
would be heard at Ansonville on April 12, 1910. 

There was present at the hearing several of the i>etitioners and their counsel, 
J. A. Lockhart, Esq., and Frank Dunlap, Esq., attorneys for petitioners ; and 
II. E. Fries, president of defendant company, and Messrs. Robinson & Caudle 
and R. L. Smith, Esq., attorneys for defendant; and Col. W. B. Rodman and 
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Messrs. John Bennett and F. L. Dunlap, attorneys for citizens of Ansonville 
who favored a location of depot at "A." 

Several witnesses were examined, and at request of counsel for petitioners 
the case was continued for further evidence at office in Raleigh on May 11, 
1910. 

The hearing was had on the date last named and further evidence was 
taken. All of the evidence was taken by stenographer and typewritten copy 
thereof made, which is on file in this office. 

The matter was argued by briefs, on file in this office, as follows: J. A. 
Lockhart, Esq., and Frank Dunlap, Esq., attorneys for petitioners; Messrs. 
Robinson & Caudle and R. L. Smith, Esq., attorneys for defendant ; Col. W. B. 
Rodman, John Bennett, Esq., and F. L. Dunlap, Esq., attorneys for citizens 
who favored location of depot at "A." 

The controversy between the parties is whether the depot of the Winston- 
Salem Southbound Railway Company shall be located at point "A," "B," or 
"C," as represented on blue-print on file in the record of this case. 

The defendant decided to locate the same at point "A," and, upon objection 
by the citizens of Ansonville, who are the petitioners in this case, agreed to 
refer the matter to the Corporation Commission, as above stated. 

Petitioners contend that the convenience of the public requires that the 
station be located at "B" or "C." Defendant says that it first concluded 
to place a station at "B," and with that purpose purchased land at that place, 
but at that time it was the intention of defendant to build its road on a 
maximum grade of 1 per cent going south and 1% per cent going north, and 
that later it was decided to build the road on a grade of 6-10 of 1 per cent 
going south and 1 per cent going north, and that upon this grade "B" would 
be In a cut from 5 to 7 feet deep, and that this made it impracticable to estab- 
lish the station at this point on account of safety and convenience to the public 
and yard room for the railroad company. 

The defendant then tried to locate the station at "C," but found that the 
grade at this point would be its maximum grade, namely, 6.10 of 1 per cent 
going south and 1 per cent going north, and that to establish a station at this 
point would to an extent neutralize the advantage gained by light grades and 
for which defendant had incurred increased expense of $750,000; that a train 
loaded to its capacity northbound could not stop and start at this point, and 
that on account of the topography at this place it is impossible to establish 
a safe yard. 

In other words, defendant says that it cannot establish a station at either 
"B" or "C," because of the difficulties of operation. Defendant says further 
that it decided to establish a station at "A," because it is the nearest point 
to Ansonville at which it is practicable to have one. At this point there is 
a tangent of 1,100 feet, so that signals can be seen by trains approaching from 
the north or south. The grade is 36-100 of 1 per cent ; ample yard facilities 
can be provided and siding facilities furnished to industrial plants. 

There was a division among the citizens of Ansonville, some preferring "B" 
or "C," others preferring "A." There is evidence tending to show that the 
location of the station at "B" or "C" will be more convenient for the public, 
and also evidence tending to show that the location at "A" will be more con- 
venient for the public. 
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The Commission is of the opinion (1) that the defendant has the right, 
under its charter, to locate its road, Including its stations or depots. (2) 
That the defendant is endeavoring in good faith to locate the depot in ques- 
tion with regard to the safety and convenience of the public and proper opera- 
tion of its road. (3) That from all of the evidence and the investigation, the 
Commission cannot decide that the defendant has not made the proper location 
for its depot by placing the same at point "A." It is, therefore, ordered that 
this proceeding be dismissed. Franklin McNeill,

CITIZENS OF ANSONVILLE v. WINSTON- SALEM SOUTHBOUND 
RAILWAY COMPANY. 

Exceptions were filed to the findings and order in this proceeding by peti- 
tioners, which, after due notice to all parties, were heard on June 30, 1910. 

Petitioners were represented by J. A. Lockhart, Esq., attorney, and defend- 
ants by T. L. Caudle, Esq., attorney, and R. L. Smith. Esq., attorney. 

In regard to the first exception, the facts are as follows: Petitioners filed 
with the Corporation Commission a paper as follows: 

December 30, 1909. 

The undersigned, as attorney for Ia L. Little, W. B. Redfern, 
and other citizens and residents of the town of Anson vi lie and 
surrounding country, presents to. your attention the following 
facts: The Winston-Salem Southbound Railway is now con- 
structing' a line of railway to be operated as a common carrier 
from Winston-Salem, N. C, to Wadesboro, N. C, passing through 
the town of Ansonville, N. C. Ansonville is an old established 
town ; there are a number of people residing there and have been 
for years. The roads of the section lead into the center of town ; 
it contains the district public school and three churches, stores, 
gins, etc. The railway has a depot site in town, and has been 
offered another, but has decided to locate the depot more than a 
mile from the center of the town. If this is done the residents of 
the town will be greatly Inconvenienced ; the value of their prop- 
erty will be injured, and the welfare of the community greatly 
impaired. The roads of this section lead to the present town, 
and the proposed location of the depot will also inconvenience 
almost all citizens of the section. I, therefore, hope that you 
will notify the onlcials of the railway that unless they locate 
their depot within the town, I will, on behalf of my clients, bring 
an action to compel them to locate a depot in said town as soon as 
they commence the operation of their railway. 

Respectfully, J. A. Lockhart. 

Defendant wrote the Corporation Commission a letter on January 4, 1910, 
«s follows : 

After an absence of some days, on my return I find extracts 
from several of our State papers to the effect that certain citi- 
zens in Ansonville desire to present to you the question of the 
location of a depot at Ansonville. 

Under date of December 31, 1909, Mr. J. A. Lockhart, of Wades- 
boro, informs me, as president of the road, that he represents 
certain parties in Ansonville who are dissatisfied with the loca- 
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tion of the station, and says : "I am aware of the fact that before 
you run trains the Corporation Commission has no power to 
locate a depot in Ansonville; but as it is not necessary to have 
two depots so near together, as one in Ansonville and one in 
Mr. Richardson's plantation, I thought it would be but fair to you 
to write this letter to inform you of the sentiment of the people 
of that section, and to notify you that as soon as you run your 
first train as a common carrier I shall institute an action to 
compel you to locate a depot for the convenience and accommoda- 
tion of the residents of Ansonville and adjacent territory." I 
have written Mr. Lockhart, stating that we will waive our rights 
under the law, which might delay the action on the location of 
this depot. We desire to operate our line to the very best ad- 
vantage of all sections of the State through which our road will 
run. The location of depots have not been made arbitrarily by 
us, and it is the desire of the management of the Southbound, 
as far as may lie in their power, to faithfully serve and care- 
fully cooperate with the citizens of the State in the upbuilding 
of the entire section to the mutual advantage of all concerned. In 
every Instance, we have good reasons for the location of the 
station, and Ansonville is by no means an exception. As presi- 
dent of the Southbound. I stand ready at any time that may suit 
your convenience to present all the various reasons why the site 
for a depot in Ansonville has been selected, and I am to-day 
writing Mr. Lockhart. informing him that we will be glad to 
present these facts to you on any date that may suit the con* 
venlence of all concerned.

The Corporation Commission wrote a letter to the defendant on January 8. 
1010, as follows : 

I am directed by the Commission to acknowledge receipt of 
your letter under date of January 4th, in reference to locating 
depot, and to say that this is a matter over which the Com- 
mission could hardly take any jurisdiction until the line of road 
was established, nor. ixwsibly, until ready for oi>eration or in 
operation. However, the Commission could, under the statute, 
hear the matter as arbitrators, both sides agreeing to the same.

Defendant wrote letter to the Corporation Commission January 13, 1010, as 
follows : 

I hand you herewith copy of letter which I have just received 
from Mr. J. A. Lockhart, in reference to location of the station 
at Ansonville. 

I will endeavor to meet Mr. Lockhart at any time that may 
suit your pleasure. I note in your letter of recent date that at 
the present time you can only act as arbitrators in this entire 
matter, but I take it that the arbitration would be final, since 
you can enforce your views after the road Is really in operation.

Petitioners filed petition after January 27, 1010, and defendant answered 
as appears in the record. The Corporation Commission construed this in sub- 
stance an agreement in writing to submit the controversy to the Coriioration 
Commission as arbitrators, and with this understanding proceeded to hear the 
evidence, investigate the location, and make its award. If this was not an 
agreement in writing to submit to arbitration, the Corporation Commission 
could only have dismissed the proceeding, as the petitioners did not allege a 
cause of action of which the Corporation Commission had jurisdiction. Peti- 
tioners knew that the Corporation Commission could not take cognizance of the 
matter until defendant became a common carrier engaged in the transportation 
of passengers and freight, and filed their petition after defendant had agreed in 
writing to submit the matter to the Corporation Commission as arbitrators. 
This exception is overruled. 

As to the second exception : Defendant had decided to locate its depot at 
point "A" on the map on file in this record. It had the right to ho decide 
and also to construct a depot. Defendant did not waive its right to make 
this decision and locate its depot, but agreed to leave it to the Corporation 
Commission as arbitrators to decide at once whether defendant should- be 
required to change its decision and to erect a depot at "B" or •*('" instead of 
-A." This exception is overruled. 

After a careful review of each and all the exceptions, we are of the opinion 
that the same should be overruled, and it is so ordered.

CITIZENS OF SANFORD v. SEABOARD AIR LINE RAILWAY, SOUTH- 
ERN RAILWAY COMPANY, AND ATLANTIC COAST LINE RAILROAD 
COMPANY— IN THE MATTER OF UNION PASSENGER STATION. 

This cause coming on to be heard for further directions, and it ap]>earing 
to the Commission that the defendants are not using proper diligence in carry- 
ing out the order in this case: It is ordered that the said defendants carry 
out the said order by erecting and completing the union passenger station at 
Sanford within ninety days from the date hereof.

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F. R. PENN TOBACCO COMPANY, F. S. MICHAEL, AND J. A. GUNN v. 
SOUTHERN RAILWAY COMPANY— IN RE SIDE-TRACK FACILITIES. 

This is a petition for a spur track from the defendant's road to and in front 
of the plant of the F. R. Penn Tobacco Company in Reidsvllle, for the conveni- 
ence of complainants and others. 

The defendant having answered, the case was set for hearing in the city hall 
at Reidsvllle on June 8, 1910, at 9 :30 o'clock A. M. E. J. Justice, Esq., and 
A. L. Brooks, Esq., attorneys, represented claimants. R. C. Strudwick, attor- 
ney, appeared, representing J. L. Butler, alleging that he was interested in the 
proceedings and asked to be allowed to intervene and file answer for said 
Butler. The motion was allowed and the answer filed. Counsel for said 
Butler then moved that the proceedings be dismissed on account of facts ap- 
pearing in his answer and exhibits thereto, insisting that the matter involved 
in this proceeding was adjudicated in the case of J. L. Butler against F. R. 
Penn Tobacco Company, the Southern Railway Company and the town of 
Reidsvllle, which case was begun in the Superior Court of Rockingham County 
and concluded by final judgment in the Supreme Court of North Carolina. 
The questions presented in this case are thus stated by Chief Justice Clark, 
who delivered the opinion of the Court : 

The question presented Is whether the defendant, the town of 
Reidsvllle, has the power to grant license to the defendant, the 
Penn Tobacco Company, to build on the public street and upon 
the sidewalk thereof a private side-track, from the railroad track 
to the warehouse of the said tobacco company, for its use and 
benefit whereby the plaintiff, a resident upon said street, is 
deprived of his right of easement to freely pass and repass along 
said street and sidewalk and the value of his house and lot im- 
paired. 

We do not understand that the judgment In this case prevented complain- 
ants from instituting a proceeding before the Corporation Commission to compel 
the Southern Railway Company to construct a spur track to an industry 
already established and as provided by section 1097, subsection 5, of the Re- 
visal of 1905 ; and the motion is, therefore, refused. 

Evidence was offered by complainants, which was taken by stenographer and 
typewritten copy thereof made, and filed In the record of this case. 

From the admissions and the evidence, the following facts appear : 

That the F. R. Penn Tobacco Company, one of the complainants, owns and 
operates an industrial plant in the town of Reidsvllle, on West Market Street, 
70 feet from defendant's main line of railway and about 340 feet from the end 
of a spur track which defendant now has on its right of way, in which plant 
it manufactures large quantities of smoking and chewing tobacco. 

That J. A. Gunn, another one of the complainants, conducts a fertilizer busi- 
ness on said West Market Street, near the location of the desired side-track, 
which, If constructed, would be a benefit to him and subserve his convenience. 

That J. S. Michael, also one of the complainants, owns a vacant lot on the 
west side of West Market Street along and adjacent to the desired side-track, 
and that it is desired to construct an Industrial plant upon said lot if said side- 
track is built, which plant will be served by said spur track. 
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That the freight of complainants, the F. R. Penn Tobacco Company, for five 
months preceding the hearing amounted to $5,298,728 pounds incoming and a 
freight value of $8,979.23; and 2,500,505 pounds outgoing and a freight value 
of $22,429.26. This freight partly consisted of leaf tobacco, empty boxes, 
sugar, licorice, coal, etc., which is delivered in car-load lots, 2,576,600 pounds 
of it being coal, with a total freight charge of $2,959.04. That in the operation 
and conduct of complainant's business it is necessary to ship in and out many 
millions of pounds of car-load freight annually, and complainants are incon- 
venienced and handicapped for the lack of side-track facilities, entailing unnec- 
essary expense in the transportation of freight by drays and wagons. 

That the proposed spur track can be constructed at an expense of $1,062.50. 

That the defendant, the Southern Railway Company, has already built and 
constructed a spur track leading from its main line and over its right of way 
in the direction of said F. R. Penn Tobacco Company's plant, and that the 
distance from the point to which this side-track is already built to the point 
in front of F. R. Penn Tobacco Company's plant, where it is desired that said 
spur track be continued, is about 340 feet. That the proportion of revenue 
accruing to such spur track will be sufficient in five years to pay the expense 
of its construction. That if said side-track is constructed it will not seriously 
interfere with the travel over and along West Market Street and will lessen 
the congestion on said street and the Interference with travel by reason of the 
present construction and location of said spur track on the right of way of 
the defendant, and by reason of the use of said West Market Street by drays 
to transport freight from plant of complainants, the F. R. Penn Tobacco Com- 
pany and J. A. Gimn. That said spur track, if constructed, will go upon the 
land only of complainants, the F. R. Penn Tobacco Company and J. S. Michael, 
and the right of way of the defendant, the Southern Railway Company ; and 
the said F. R, Penn Tobacco Company and J. S. Michael offered to furnish the 
defendant, the Southern Railway Company, a deed to all such land upon which 
said spur track will be placed, except the right of way of the said Southern 
Railway Company, in order that said spur track may be used for railroad 
purposes and to subserve the public convenience. 

That the defendant has constructed other side-tracks to other plants in the 
town of Reidsville, some of which are over and along said West Market Street 
and to some of complainant's competitors in business, and that these facilities 
give to such plants the advantage of complainants in the economical manage- 
ment of their business. 

That the town of Reidsville has by ordinance granted authority, in so far as 
it is authorized by law to do so, to the Southern Railway Company to con- 
struct the said side-track as prayed for and indicated in the petition, which 
said authority from the town of Reidsville fully appears from a copy of its 
ordinance attached to the petition in this case and marked "Exhibit B." 

It is, therefore, ordered that the defendant, the Southern Railway Company, 
construct a spur track from the track already constructed across West Market 
Street and along in front of the F. R. Penn Tobacco Companj^'s factory on 
West Market Street, upon complainants furnishing the necessary cross-ties 
and doing the necessary grading and tendering deeds above referred to to the 
defendant, the Southern Railway Company, and within sixty (60) days from 
the date hereof. Franklin McNeill,

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CITIZENS OF SANFORD v. SEABOARD AIR LINE RAILWAY AND 
ATLANTIC COAST LINE RAILROAD COMPANY— PASSENGER STA- 
TION FACILITIES. 

This cause coming oil for further directions, and it appearing to the Cor- 
poration Commission that defendants are unable to agree upon a division of 
the expense of erecting union passenger station at Sanford, after due notice 
to defendants, the matter was heard July 4, 1910. 

W. A. Gore, superintendent, represented the Seaboard Air Line Railway; 
II. \V. Miller, assistant to first vice president represented Southern Railway 
Company; \V. II. Newell, general superintendent, represented Atlantic Coast 
Line Railroad Company. 

It appeared to the Commission that the present union station at Sanford 
is owned jointly by the Seaboard Air Line Railway and Southern Railway 
Company, and that it was erected and owned by the Seaboard Air Line Rail- 
way and Cape Fear and Yadkin Valley Railway, the predecessor of the 
Southern Railway Company and Atlantic Coast Line Railroad Company, and 
that the passenger revenue of the Seaboard Air Line Railway at this point 
exceeds that of the Southern Railway Company and Atlantic Coast Line Rail- 
road Company combined. 

It is ordered by the Corporation Commission that the Seaboard Air Line 
Railway pay one-half and the other defendants the other half of the expense 
of said station.

CITIZENS OF BOSTIC v. SEABOARD AIR LINE RAILWAY AND CARO- 
LINA, CLINCHFIELD AND OHIO RAILWAY COMPANY— PETITION 
FOR FREIGHT AND PASSENGER STATION. 

Rogers, Commissioner: The petition in this case, signed by twenty-one per- 
sons, asks that the ('ori>oratIon Commission require the defendant roads to pro- 
vide at the crossing of said roads, west of Bostic, a union passenger and freight 
station. 

The defendant roads answer and say it is their intention and desire to 
erect and establish a joint station at a point where the Carolina, Clinchfleld 
and Ohio Railway crosses under the Seaboard Air Line Railway, 3,475 feet 
south of the present station at Bostic, and to that end ask permission of the 
Corporation Commission to abandon the present station at Bostic. 

A counter-petition is filed, signed by twenty-seven i>ersons, opposing the 
abandoning of the present station at Bostic. 

The matter was heard at Bostic by the Corporation Commission on June 3, 
1910. Many of the petitioners were present, and the Seaboard Air Line Rail- 
way was represented by W. A. Gore, superintendent ; and the Carolina, Clinch- 
field and Ohio Railway Company by J. J. McLaughlin, Esq., attorney; M, J. 
Caples, vice president and general manager, and L. H. Phetteplace, superin- 
tendent. 

Testimony was taken in writing by the Commission's stenographer, type- 
written, and a copy thereof is made a part of the file in this case. 
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It appears from the evidence that Bostie is a Seaboard Air Line Railway 
station, 3,475 feet eastward from a point where the Carolina, Clinchfleld and 
Ohio Railway crosses under the Seaboard Air Line Railway in Rutherford 
County. 

The Carolina, Clinchfleld and Ohio Railway has no station for either pas- 
sengers or freight at the crossing or in Bostie. It has freight yards 1 mile 
north of Bostie and a connecting track Jointly with the Seaboard Air Line 
Railway from its yards to Bostie, a distance of IVj miles. The movement of 
freight, therefore, from one road to the other is at the Carolina, Clinchfleld 
and Ohio Railway yards from the cars of one road to the cars of the other 
road, when in less than car-load quantities, and is handled by the Seaboard 
Air Line Railway crews either iu car-load or less than car-load quantities. 

There is no provision for the interchange of passengers. One leaving Bos- 
tic, or from the Seaboard Air Line Railway trains, wishing to use the Caro- 
lina, Clinchfleld and Ohio Railway, is required to travel by private means the 
1 u 2 miles between Bostie and the Carolina, Clinchfleld and Ohio Railway yards, 
or rice versa. 

The evidence shows that the approximate earnings of the defendant roads 
at Bostie are, for the Seaboard Air Line Railway $600, and the Carolina, 
Clinchfleld and Ohio Railway $300 >i>er month, of which $300 is passenger 
revenue. 

The allegation of j>etitioners that the station at Bostie is inadequate and 
unfit for passengers is not denied. 

The Commission is of the opinion that, under present circumstances, it 
would be a hardship iqion the i>etitioners to allow the freight handled by the 
Seaboard Air Line Railway, moving through Bostie, to be warehoused 3,475 
feet out of town, and thereby require the return of same by wagon to Bostie. 

The Commission is of the opinion that the general public is Interested In the 
passenger facilities at Bostie necessary to their convenience, safety, and com- 
fort in the interchange between the defendant roads. 

The Commission, therefore, orders that the freight station of the Seaboard 
Air Line Railway at Bostie be not removed, and it is further ordered that 
the defendant roads, the Seaboard Air Line Railway and Carolina, Clinchfleld 
and Ohio Railway Company, shall unite in affording proper facilities at their 
junction, near Bostie. for the interchange of passengers and baggage, and for 
forwarding and delivering them to and from their resftective lines and those 
connected with them, and that the passenger station at Bostie be removed 
therefrom to said joint station. 

It is further ordered that if the said roads so elect, they are hereby author- 
ized to have at said junction a union freight warehouse for the transfer of 
such freight as is for transfer. 

It is ordered that the Seaboard Air Line Railway be and is hereby relieved 
from keeping and maintaining a passenger station at Bostie.

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F. R. PENN TOBACCO COMPANY, J. S. MICHAEL AND J. A. GUNN v. 
SOUTHERN RAILWAY (J. L. BUTLER, INTER VENOR)— SIDE-TRACK 
FACILITIES. 

The exceptions filed in this case were heard on July 6, 1910, after due notice 
to all parties. A. L. Brooks, Esq., attorney, and E. J. Justice, Esq., attorney, 
appeared and represented petitioners. Col. W. B. Rodman appeared and 
represented defendant No counsel appeared for the intervenor. 

Southern Railway asked leave to amend its exceptions. Motion was allowed 
and amendment made and filed, as appears in the record. 

Upon consideration of the exceptions, it Is ordered that the same be and they 
are hereby overruled.

CITIZENS OF WAYNESVILLE v. SOUTHERN RAILWAY COMPANY— IN 
RE IMPROVED EQUIPMENT ON MURPHY BRANCH. 

Upon the coming in of the report of Commissioner Rogers in this case, it is 
ordered by the Corporation Commission that the Southern Railway Company 
furnish safe, comfortable, convenient, and adequate passenger facilities on the 
passenger trains now operated over the said Murphy branch of the Southern 
Railway Company ; and that the said railway company make a monthly report 
to the Corporation Commission, showing the number of passengers handled 
between Asheville and Waynesvllle for the months of July, August, and Sep- 
tember.

CITIZENS OF RALEIGH v. SOUTHERN RAILWAY COMPANY. SEA- 
BOARD AIR LINE RAILWAY, NORFOLK SOUTHERN RAILROAD 
COMPANY, RALEIGH AND SOUTIIPORT RAILWAY COMPANY— IN 
THE MATTER OF THE PASSENGER STATION AT RALEIGH. 

Brown, Commissioner: This proceeding came before the Commission upon 
petition signed by J. G. Ball, E. L. Harris, J. V. Slmms, and Fred. W. Ilabel, 
comprising a committee representing the citizens and business organizations 
of the city of Raleigh, protesting against the remodeling of tfte passenger 
station according to certain plans outlined, which, they allege, if carried out, 
would not increase the present capacity of the station nor increase the present 
facilities for the handling of the traveling public in the manner needed and 
demanded by the city of Raleigh and the general public. They allege that 
the plans for changing the station were submitted without giving the citizens 
of Raleigh a proper hearing ; they allege further, that respondents claim that 
when their plans were drawn they were not able to secure additional land 
north of the present station necessary for the enlargement of same, but that 
now petitioners are prepared to show that additional land can be purchased 
at reasonable cost. The petitioners ask that a day be fixed for hearing of 
their protest, and further to have on opportunity to present evidence in sup- 
port of an order for a new passenger station. 

The petition was served on respondent railroads, and answers thereto duly 
filed, saying petitioners were mistaken in alleging that the railroads did not 
give them a proper hearing and that the improvements were determined upon 
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hastily or that due publicity was not made, but, on the other hand, the im- 
provements had been a subject of discussion in meetings of the Chamber of 
Commerce and other organizations of similar character, and, further, had been 
approved by the Commission. 

The case was set down for hearing at the office of the Commission for 
Thursday, June 16, 1910, at which time a large number of citizens, fifty or 
more in number, appeared, together with counsel and representatives of re- 
spondent companies. An opportunity was given for free and open expression 
by the citizens as to the condition of the present station, its inadequacy for 
the accommodation of the traveling public, etc. 

At this juncture counsel for petitioners begged leave of the Commission to 
amend their petition, asking that the Raleigh and Southport Railway Com- 
pany and the Norfolk Southern Railroad Company be made parties, and that 
all the railroads entering Raleigh have one common or union station, which 
was granted. 

The amended petition alleges that the passenger station in Raleigh was 
erected in 1892, and is now in bad repair and condition, and, If repaired and 
remodeled in its present size, will be utterly inadequate for the present and 
immediate future needs of the city of Raleigh and the traveling public coming 
to and going from said city; 

That the said station was erected by the North Carolina Railroad, Southern 
Railway Company, and the Seaboard Air Line Railway, and is now being 
used by the Southern Railway Company, the Seaboard Air Line Railway, the 
Norfolk Southern Railroad Company, and the Raleigh and Southport Railway 
Company, the last two roads using the same under an agreement with the 
Southern Railway Company and the Seaboard Air Line Railway; 

That the Southern Railway Company operates the North Carolina Railroad 
Company unde^a lease, which has now about ninety years to run; 

That since tb$ erection of said station the city of Raleigh has become an 
important junction point, and a large number of passengers are compelled to 
wait in the station for the arrival of trains other than over the road upon 
which they came to Raleigh ; 

That the accommodation which was deemed barely sufficient eighteen years 
ago, with only two railroads, cannot be regarded as in any way adequate for 
meeting the necessities of the case now, when two more railroads enter said 
station ; 

That not only is the station itself inadequate and insufficient for the present 
and immediate future needs of the city of Raleigh and the traveling public 
generally, but the trackage approaching said station is inadequate and cannot 
be enlarged without the further purchase or condemnation of property on the 
part of the railroads entering into and using said station ; 

That the Southern Railway Company and the Seaboard Air Line Railway 
have undertaken to repair the present passenger station and to make certain 
changes therein, but in doing so the plans adopted by them and now abotft to 
be put into effect do not in any substantial measure Increase the floor space 
of said station, and in no way relieve the congestion which is a frequent occur- 
rence at said station. 

Petitioners ask that notice issue to all the railroads having any interest in 
the matter to show cause why they shall not unite in the joint undertaking 
Corp. 1 2 
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and expense of erecting, constructing, and maintaining a new union passenger 
station for the security, accommodation, and convenience of the traveling 
public. 

Respondents, answering, admit that the present station was erected in 
1892, but allege further, that when remodeled in accordance with plans filed, 
it will be fully adequate for the needs of the city of Raleigh and the traveling 
public ; 

That the four tracks leading into the station are sufficient for all purposes; 

That it is true the Southern Railway Company and the Seaboard Air Line 
Railway have undertaken to remodel, repair, and put in perfect condition the 
present union station, making many changes therein, and allege that there will 
be a considerable actual increase in the floor space made by throwing the 
white apartments into one room instead of two: 

That the floor space allotted to white passengers in the proposed improved 
union station at Raleigh will be larger than the space allotted to white pas- 
sengers in any depot In North Carolina, and that the remodeled depot will be 
ample and sufficient to accommodate the traveling public for years to come. 

Respondent Southern Railway Company, in its answer, says: "The man- 
agements of the railroads are better qualified to express an opinion upon the 
efficiency of accommodations than any committee of citizens, which does not 
have to provide any of the funds necessary for erecting and maintaining such 
buildings." 

We pause here to say that the subject of control of railroads by the States 
through legally constituted bodies is no longer an open question, and the good 
citizens of Raleigh are well within their rights in appealing to the Commis- 
sion for relief from what they believe to be an imposition in the way of lack 
of public facilities, and are not willing to admit that all knowledge of what 
these requirements are, and should be is concealed in the breasts of the railroad 
officials, who do not always provide even what they know and admit are 
public necessities, without gentle reminders from the public. 

The case was assigned for final hearing on July 0. 11)10, at the office of the 
Commission in Raleigh, at which time, petitioners and respondents being repre- 
sented, a number of witnesses were examined. Stenographic report of testi- 
mony was taken down and is of record in the case, rpon the conclusion of the 
evidence and by agreement of the parties, the oral argiiineut was postponed 
until July 20, 1010. 

The investigation disclosed the following pertinent facts : 

The present station was built in the year 1X02 by the predecessors of the 
Southern Railway Company and the Seaboard Air Line Railway, and is now 
virtually owned by these roads. The Southern Railway is a common carrier, 
operating by ownership or lease 1,352 miles of railroad in North Carolina. The 
North Carolina Railroad, running from Goldsboro to Charlotte, a distance of 
223 jniles, is operated by the respondent Southern Railway Company, by virtue 
of a 00-year lease. 

The Seaboard Air Line Railway is likewise a common carrier, operating in 
North Carolina 610 miles of road, these roads intersecting at Raleigh ; 

That the above roads have their own tracks to this station, the other roads 
entering on the tracks of these roads under contract, all roads now coming into 
Raleigh entering this station ; 
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That in order to reach said station on their own tracks, it would be neces- 
sary to condemn expensive rights of way in order to provide said tracks; 

That about twenty-six passenger trains run in and out of the station daily ; 
that the traffic on respondent railroads, Southern Railway Company and Sea- 
board Air Line Railway, has increased considerably in the past fifteen years, 
Hay, 300 per cent — this according to reports filed in this office ; 

That during the mouth of January, 1910, the sale of tickets at Raleigh was 
14,815, and the month of May, 10,727 — an average of over 500 per day ; 

That Raleigh being the capital of the State, and while the average sale of 
tickets may not lie as great as some other cities of the State, there are occa- 
sions during the course of a year when larger crowds go to and from Raleigh 
than possibly any other city in the State ; 

That the present station facilities are. Inadequate; 

That the public necessity demands and that the necessities of the case re- 
quire, in order to promote the security, accommodation, and convenience of the 
traveling public, that respondents provide better and more commodious accom- 
modations, commensurate with the business and revenues derived and in keei>- 
ing with the dignity of the capital city of the State, and in keeping with sta- 
tions erected at other places of less importance along the lines of respondent 
railroads ; 

That the completion of the station on the line of the plans on which work 
is being done will not prove adequate; but, since this proceeding was begun, 
respondents propose amending their plans whereby the ladies' parlor or retir- 
ing-room and the gentlemen's smoking-room will be greatly enlarged ami prop- 
erly ventilated, with other changes as to the handling of baggage, etc., which 
will add materially to the accommodations furnished under the old plan. 

This does not meet with the approval of the petitioners nor, in the judgment 
of the Commission, would it afford sufficient accommodation for the comfort 
and convenience of the traveling public. 

The petitioners suggest that, if in addition to the proposed changes, respond- 
ents have the concourse inclosed, glazing same, as was stated could be done, 
and the finishing in harmony with the main waiting-room and provided with 
radiators and seating arrangements. It will be at least temporarily satisfactory, 
and. If done, would not push their claims further at this time for a new union 
passenger station. 

The Commission is forced to admit that i>etitioners have lieen very patient, 
and are even now modest in their demands, when it is of public knowledge that 
one of the respondents Is realizing a profit of about $1,000,000 a year from the 
lease of the State's road, which it operates at this point, aud that another of 
the respondent railroads for many years enjoyed immunity from taxation. 

The suggestion of increasing the facilities, in the manner {minted out to 
respondents by the petitioners, but which was not agreed to, apiiears to the 
Commission as being reasonable, and for the present, at least, will be adopted. 

Upon full hearing, Investigation, personal inspection, and consideration of all 
the facts, circumstances, and conditions appearing, the Commission is of the 
opinion that respondents should not be required to unite in the joint under- 
taking of erecting a new union passenger station at this time, but it Is the 
finding and conclusion of the Commission that the passenger station accommo- 
dations are inadequate and do not meet the just demands of the petitioners, 
the public necessity demanding greater conveniences and accommodations; and 
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respondents, Southern Railway Company and Seaboard Air Line Hallway, 
should unite in the Joint undertaking and expense of providing such additional 
facilities as will be necessary to promote the security and comfort of the trav- 
eling public. 

It is, therefore, ordered that respondents, Southern Railway Company and 
Seaboard Air Line Railway, in addition to the repairs, in accordance with 
plans filed, that are now being carried out, enlarge the ladies' parlor and gen- 
tlemen's smoking-room, according to proposed plans. 

It is further ordered that respondents, Southern Railway Company and Sea- 
board Air Line Railway, enlarge the accommodations by extending the walls 
to fence and taking in present concourse, using glass properly arranged for 
light and ventilation, in a manner that they can be removed during the summer 
months, if necessary ; and further, that the inclosed concourse be supplied with 
seats and radiators, and that same be finished in harmony with the main 
waiting-room. If it be found, upon completion and trial, the accommodations 
are inadequate, the case can be reopened. 

It is further ordered that the plan for the Inclosing and finishing of said 
concourse be filed in the office of the Commission for approval within twenty 
days from date hereof.

TOWN OF SHELBY v. SEABOARD AIR LINE RAILWAY— PETITION 
FOR PASSENGER STATION. 

Bbown, Commissioner: Complaint was filed in this case through J. T. 
Gardner, and subsequently by the Commercial Club of Shelby, alleging that 
the passenger-station accommodations at Shelby were entirely inadequate for 
the accommodation, comfort, and convenience of the traveling public. 

Complaint served, and respondent, answering, admits inadequate accommo- 
dations, but that it was its purpose to provide additional facilities within a 
short time. Upon failure of respondent to carry out this purpose, petitioners 
ask for a hearing. 

For the convenience of parties and after due notice, the ease was assigned 
for hearing at Shelby. Petitioners are represented by O. Max Gardner and 
O. M. Mull, of counsel ; and respondent by W. A. Gore, superintendent. « 

Petitioners are allowed to amend their complaint, and case is entitled 
Town of Shelby v. Seaboard Air Line Railway. * 

A large number of the citizens are present to give testimony, several of 
whom are examined. Stenographic report of evidence is taken down and is 
of record in the case; others tendered, but, it being stated that evidence 
would be corroborative, were not examined. 

Respondent allowed to file amended answer or brief and submit proposed 
plan of additional facilities. 

From the petition and answer, evidence, admissions, and reports of respond- 
ent, and also from a personal inspection, the following facts are disclosed : 

Shelby is a town with a population of about 4,000 inhabitants, located in 
Cleveland County on the line of respondent road between Charlotte and 
Rutherfordton. 

Respondent is a common carrier, operating a line of railway from Wilming- 
ton, N. C, to Shelby and Rutherfordton, N. C. besides other lines in the State. 
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That in and near the town of Shelby, doing business over respondent road, 
are 8 cotton manufacturing mills, 28 other manufacturing plants, and about 
510 retail merchants, and various other business enterprises. 

That the town of Shelby Is the county-seat of Cleveland, a new courthouse 
having recently been completed at a cost of "$80,000, city waterworks and sew- 
erage at a cost of $125,000, schools and churches, and is a growing and pros- 
perous town. 

That respondent is using a combination depot for passengers and freights; 
two rooms for passengers, one for white and one for colored, the rooms being 
only 14 x 20 feet each, separated by partition ; ticket and working office 12 x 28 
feet ; the remainder of the building, 20 x 68 feet, being for freight 

That incoming and outgoing passengers number about 100 per day ; that the 
receipts from freight and passengers accruing to respondent road amount to 
from $85,000 to $100,000 per annum. 

That said combination depot was erected In 1866, before the completion of 
the road; that the rooms for passengers are not provided with water, closets, 
or light, and are poorly ventilated ; in fact, are not and cannot be made com- 
fortable for passengers. 

That respondent owns available land for the erection of a new station. 

That the present facilities for handling freight are not more than adequate, 
but are needed for the proper and convenient handling of same. 

That respondent, by plans submitted, proposes enlarging the room for pas- 
sengers, utilizing the space heretofore set apart for ticket office and freight 
room. 

From the foregoing facts, the Commission is of the opinion that it is prac- 
ticable, and the necessities of the case demand that to promote the security, 
convenience, and accommodation of the traveling public at Shelby, respondent 
should erect a passenger station separate and apart from the freight station. 

It is, therefore, ordered that respondent, Seaboard Air Line Railway, erect 
and maintain a passenger station at Shelby, separate and independent of said 
freight station at Shelby, commensurate with the revenues and business of the 
place ; and that this be done within ninety days from this date. 

It is further ordered that defendant submit plan of said station to the Com- 
mission for approval within thirty clays from date hereof.

IN THE MATTER OF INVESTIGATION OF WRECK ON THE NORFOLK 
SOUTHERN RAILROAD, NEAR RALEIGH, ON NIGHT OF AUGUST 
18, 1910. 

On hearing of the wreck a few minutes after it occurred on the night of 
18th August, 1910, the Commissioners went at once to the place where it 
occurred, which was near the Raleigh Cotton Mills and near the old Durham 
road crossing. 

They found that there had been a collision between passenger train No. 11 
and engine No. 100 and that Engineer John Smith, in charge of engine No. 
100, had been killed; Engineer George Fleming, in charge of the passenger 
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engine of train No. 11, Injured, and that the leg of Fireman John Hodge was 
caught between the engine and tender and that efforts were being made to 
extricate him. He died soon after he was released. 

The Commission thought it was proper to make formal investigation of this 
wreck, and to that end summoned Virgil Walker, division superintendent, Nor- 
folk Southern Railroad: John C. Lewis, trainmaster, Norfolk Southern Rail- 
road; G. F. Gannon, station agent. Norfolk Southern Railroad, Raleigh; and 
J. W. Rainey, operator, Norfolk Southern Railroad. Raleigh, to appear before 
it and be examined at 11 o'clock A. M., 19th August, 1910. 

This evidence was taken by stenographer and typewritten copy thereof made 
and filed in this office. 

All of the evidence tended to show that train No. 11, running from Norfolk 
to Raleigh, had the right of track ; it was forty to fifty minutes late, but no 
order had been made or issued against its proceeding to the union passenger 
station at Raleigh, and, therefore, engine No. 100 was upon the track without 
authority and in violation of the rules of the Norfolk Southern Railroad. 
This engine was apparently being moved from Jones Street station to Glen- 
wood yards by John Smith, engineer hostler, for the purpose of coaling and 
repairing. Rule No. 102-C is as follows: 

Switching engines will have the right to work, within yard 
limits, upon the time of second and inferior class trains, but must 
clear the track immediately upon their arrival. The main track 
must be kept clear for first-class trains. 

The evidence tended to show that John Smith, hostler, knew that No. 11 
was forty to fifty minutes late, and that without authority he undertook to 
back engine No. 100 from Jones Street station to Glenwood yards, and in so 
doing collided wlh the engine of train No. 11 at the place above indicated. 

No damage was done to the train except injury to the two engines. One 
passenger received an injury on his face. No other passengers were hurt.

IN RE WRECK OF SOUTHERN RA1EWAY AND SEABOARD AIR LINE 
RAILWAY AT TNION PASSENGER STATION IN RALEIGH ON THE 
MORNING OF AUGUST 13, 1910. 

The Commissioners were informed of this wreck on the morning of the 13th 
of August, 1910, and, as soon as practicable, went to the scene of it and exam- 
ined into it as fully as they could. 

J. II. RIckmond, trainmaster of the Southern Railway, was notified and 
appeared before the Commission at 4 o'clock P. M. on the 13th day of August, 
1910, and was sworn and examined, and his evidence was taken by ste- 
nographer. 

The attendance of others, who were considered material witnesses, could not 
be had on that day, and the investigation was continued until the 24th day of 
August, 1910, this being as early a day as could be fixed. 

On this last-named date several witnesses were sworn and examined and the 
evidence was taken by stenographer and copy of all the evidence Introduced 
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was made, which is on file in this office. Typewritten copies of the bulletins 
which had been Issued by the Southern Hallway and Seaboard Air Line Rail- 
way were made and filed also. 

From this evidence and personal inspection and examination, the following 
facts appear : 

The collision occurred on the union passenger yards at Raleigh on the morn- 
ing of the 13th day of August, 1910. 

The union passenger station is approached by leads from the main line of 
the Southern Railway and Seaboard Air Line Railway. From each of these 
leads trains can approach the union passenger station on one of two tracks. 
These tracks are designated as Southern Railway tracks numbers one (1) and 
two (2) and Seaboard Air Line Railway tracks numbers three (3) and four (4). 
There are two cross-over tracks ; one is from the Southern Railway lead track 
to the Seaboard Air Line Railway lead track and one from the Seaboard Air 
Line Railway lead track to Southern Railway No. 2. 

The Raleigh and Southport Railway enters this station on the Southern Rail- 
way tracks and the Norfolk Southern Railroad enters this station on the 
Seaboard Air Line tracks. 

On account of the repairs which were being made at the union passenger 
station on this date, it had been designated that all of the trains coming into 
the union passenger station, namely, Southern Railway trains, Seaboard Air 
Line Railway trains, Raleigh and Southport Railway trains, and Norfolk 
Southern Railroad trains, should use Southern Railway tracks ; that is to say, 
tracks numbers one (1) and two (2). The bulletins referred to above were 
the only instructions given for the operation of this yard of which we have any 
evidence. 

On the evening of the 12th day of August, 1010, these yards being under 
the direction and control of the station-master, were by him so adjusted that 
the Southern Railway lead track opened to track number one (1) and Sea- 
board Air Line Railway lead track was opened by means of switches on cross- 
over track to track number two (2). These switches were locked, except the 
one at the end of cross-over track on Southern Railway track. The lock to this 
switch had been taken off by the section-master of the Southern Railway a few 
days before this accident, to be used to lock some 'other switch, and was not 
returned until a few days after the accident, and a wooden pin was used in 
place of the lock. 

The opening of switch of cross-over track to Seaboard Air Line Railway 
track closed the Seaboard Air Line Railway tracks numbers three (3) and 
four (4). 

This was the condition when Southern Railway passenger train (section 2) 
No. 22 arrived at Raleigh, six hours behind schedule time. This train passed 
Seaboard Air Line Railway train No. 84 a short distance from Raleigh. 
Southern Railway train No. 22 stopped upon approaching the cross-over from 
the Seaboard Air Line Railway to the Southern Railway tracks, and finding 
that Southern Railway train No. Ill was occupying track number one (1) of 
cross-over, changed the switch at end of cross-over on Southern Railway tracks so 
as to open same to track number two (2) for Southern Railway train No. 22, but 
did not change the switch at the end of the cross-over on the Seaboard Air Line 
Railway track so as to close the same to Seaboard Air Line train No. 84; and 
thereupon Southern Railway train No. 22 was moved up on track number two 
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(2), the rear car of which stood immediately over the switch at the cross-over. 
Seaboard Air Line Railway train No. 84 arrived a few minutes after Southern 
Railway train No. 22 and ran in on the cross-over track, colliding with the 
side of rear coach of Southern Railway train No. 22. One passenger on South- 
ern Railway train No. 22 was killed instantly ; another received injuries from 
which he died later, and several others are more or less injured. None of the 
passengers on Seaboard Air Line Railway train received any Injuries. 

The brakeinan who opened the switch for Southern Railway train No. 22 to 
track number two (2) did not understand that any further duty was required 
of him. The crew of Seaboard Air Line Railway train No. 84 presumed that 
the track which they would occupy was properly adjusted for them, and did not 
discover that it was not so adjusted in time to prevent the collision which 
occurred. 

The Commission finds that both the Southern Railway and Seaboard Air 
Line Railway were negligent in failing to provide adequate rules for the gov- 
ernment of this yard while repairs were being made; that they are both negli- 
gent in failing to furnish a switchman to operate the switches on this yard at 
night as well as in the daytime. The removal of the lock on the switch to the 
cross-over track by an employee of the Southern Railway, while not affecting 
this accident, shows the careless manner of operating this yard. 

The Commission further finds that in the absence of rules the crew of South- 
ern Railway train No. 22 was negligent in failing to close the switch which 
opened to the cross-over from the Seaboard Air Line Railway before opening 
the switch at the end of this cross-over on track number two (2) to Southern 
Railway train No. 22. This crew knew that train No. 84 was following and 
found that track number two (2) had been provided for train No. 84. If it 
entered track number two (2) at all, it should not have done so without taking 
proper steps to protect its own train as well as the Seaboard Air Line Railway 
train. The crew of the Seaboard Air Line Railway should have, under the 
circumstances, known, and should not have presumed, that the switches were 
adjusted properly for them before entering this yard at the speed they were 
going. 

In order to prevent repetition of collisions on this yard, the Southern Rail- 
way and -Seaboard Air Line Railway should employ a man to operate these 
switches at night as well as in the daytime, under proper rules and regulations. 

It is ordered that a copy of these findings be furnished to the Southern 
Railway and Seaboard Air Line Railway. Feanklit* McNkh^

CITIZENS OF RALEIGH v. SOUTHERN RAILWAY COMPANY, NORTH 
CAROLINA RAILROAD, SEABOARD AIR LINE RAILWAY, RALEIGH 
AND SOUTHPORT RAILWAY COMPANY, NORFOLK SOUTHERN RAIL- 
ROAD COMPANY— IN RE RALEIGH UNION PASSENGER STATION. 

This matter was heard on exceptions of the Southern Railway Company 
and Seaboard Air Line Railway on the 27th day of August, 1910. 

Complainants were represented by Messrs. Aycock & Winston, attorneys at 
law, and defendants Southern Railway Company and Seaboard Air Line Rail- 
way, excepting, were represented by James H. Pou, Esq., attorney at law. 
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The only exception insisted upon at tbe hearing was exception No. 4, and is 
as follows: 

To the order of this Commission on page 8 of the order, requir- 
ing this respondent and the Seaboard Air Line Railway to build 
a wall along the western side of the concourse and provide the 
concourse with radiators. 

To this portion of the order of this honorable Commission this 
respondent respectfully excepts, and asks that this honorable 
Commission again consider* the matter. 

This respondent believes that the inclosing of the concourse 
will be objectionable to the traveling public, in that it would of 
necessity prevent passengers In the waiting-rooms or in the con- 
course from seeing the trains that were approaching the station, 
and not enable them, without great Inconvenience, to determine 
whether the train entering the station was the one they desired 
to take or not. 

Your respondent states that during almost the entire year the 
weather in the city of Raleigh is not such as would make it nec- 
essary to inclose the concourse and heat it. That there are few 
days during the winter when the temperature is so low as to 
make the open concourse objectionable. That during such days 
there would be ample room within the main waiting-room of the 
station to accommodate the traveling public. That the construc- 
tion of a wall at the concourse gates would, during the greater 
part of the year, make the concourse uncomfortably warm, not- 
withstanding that the partition was constructed in such a man- 
ner as to permit ventilation. 

Your respondent states that in order to protect the traveling 
public from accident and constant danger, it would be necessary 
to construct the lower portion of the concourse at least 6 feet 
from the ground of solid material, thus cutting off both light and 
ventilation. 

Your respondent is of the opinion that the greater number of 
people in the city of Raleigh prefer that the concourse be not 
inclosed, and that the companies owning the station should be 
permitted to complete It in accordance with the plans heretofore 
adopted, with the enlarged smoking and retiring rooms, leaving 
tbe concourse open and unheated; and your respondent respect- 
fully presents these views to this honorable Commission and asks 
that this respondent and the Seaboard Air Line Railway be per- 
mitted to finish the work of remodeling the station, leaving the 
concourse uninclosed. And if it is found that the waiting-room 
space is Inadequate, this respondent and the Seaboard Air Line 
Railway will carry out the wishes of this Commission and arrange 
to build a partition from the northern wall of the station to the 
southern wall, where the concourse fence Is to be established, 
such partition to have glass transoms, which can be opened In 
summer and will arrange to provide seats In the same. 

This respondent respectfully states that it is the intention of 
this respondent and the Seaboard Air Line Railway to provide 
seats in the concourse for the traveling public, and believes that 
the concourse will prove a much more pleasant space for passen- 
gers to occupy, for at least eleven months out of twelve, than It 
would If inclosed in accordance with the order of this honorable 
Commission. 

The Seaboard Air Line Railway also filed exceptions In substance the same 
as those of the Southern Railway Company herein above referred to and 
quoted. 
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In support of this exception defendants Southern Railway Company and 
Seaboard Air Line Railway introduced and tiled with the Commission petition 
signed by about 848 persons purporting to be citizens of Raleigh, and in the 
. following form : 

To the Honorable Corporation Commission: 

We, the undersigned citizens of Raleigh, respectfully represent 
unto you that we frequently have occasion to use the union sta- 
tion; and we are, to some extent, familiar with the Improve- 
ments now being made on the station. 

We are of the opinion, that the white waiting-room, when com- 
pleted, will be large enough for all ordinary occasions ; and we 
think it would be best if what is known as the concourse were 
left open, so there will be at least one portion of the station not 
heated by steam and with perfect ventilation; whereas, if the 
concourse be inclosed, the entire station will be heated by steam ; 
and this will be very objectionable on pleasant days during the 
winter. We think that the comfort and convenience of the sta- 
tion will be better if the concourse be left open, so that people 
may see the trains as they come in and depart. 

We, therefore, suggest to the Commission, if it be consistent 
with your opinion of what is right and proper, that you modify 
the former order, so that the station may be completed and the 
concourse left open and be given a trial in that shape. Then, if 
it appears to be unsatisfactory the concourse can be inclosed. 

Respectfully submitted. 

In deference to the wishes and opinion of a large number of petitioners, the 
Commission is of the opinion that it is proper to suspend so much of the 
order as requires the inclosing and heating of the concourse until the station 
as otherwise remodeled and improved can be tried and it can be thus ascer- 
tained whether the comfort and convenience of the station will be better with 
the concourse left open. If it turn out that the waiting-room is inadequate, the 
inclosing and heating of the concourse will be insisted upon as outlined in the 
original order, and it is so ordered. 

This cause is continued for further directions. _ ,, .

Brown, Commissioner, dissenting: The petition in this case was signed by a 
committee of representative business men authorized to do so by one of the 
commercial organizations of the city of Raleigh, supported in good faith by the 
citizens generally, alleging that the passenger accommodations were entirely 
inadequate for the security, convenience, and comfort of the traveling public; 
that the proposed improvements would not meet the requirements. 

Petition, sis amended, asked that the respondent roads unite in erecting and 
maintaining a new union passenger station. The Commission assented to this 
amendment. 

In course of the hearing, petitioners, for reasons satisfactory to themselves, 
under the circumstances and conditions, intimated that they were willing to 
accept, for the present, as a compromise, additional improvements, such as 
inclosing the concourse with glass, following a suggestion of a highly intelligent 
railroad official and a witness for one of the respondent roads that this could 
be done in case of further needed improvements, and as is done in the Pennsyl- 
vania station in Jersey City. 
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The Commission accepted this view of the proceeding and issued an order 
requiring respondents to inclose the concourse, glazing same;. to supply it with 
radiators and seats, and the furnishing to be in harmony with the main wait- 
ing-room. This, then, was the basis upon which the petitioners were content 
to rest for the present. 

Respondents excepted to the order, and through their strenuous efforts, and 
unusual proceedings, have induced a large number of citizens (although re- 
spondents in their answer stated they believed that the management of the rail- 
roads were better qualified to express an opinion upon the sufficiency of accom- 
modations than the citizens) to place their signatures to a petition which, in 
effect, asks that the concourse be not Inclosed and expressing satisfaction with 
the present waiting-room accommodations. 

The railroad companies have gained their point, the order has been sus- 
pended, the Commission receding from the i>ositlon first taken without giving 
the relief sought, thus losing the opportunity for obtaining a new union pas- 
senger station for many years to come. 

I now have no objection to concurring, and do concur, in the suspension, for 
a limited time, as petitioned for, of the order of the Commission requiring the 
concourse to be inclosed ; but in doing so I am of the opinion the Commission 
should go further and grant the relief sought by petitioners. The hope of 
getting these additional accommodations, referred to, in the first place led nie 
to support the order for inclosing the concourse. 

With great respect for the opinion of my associates, I differ with them, and 
I, therefore, must dissent from the termination of the case in this manner, for 
the reason I am convinced the Just demands of the petitioners are not met, 
and it gives acquiescence to that work which has been done and will remove 
the statu* quo of conditions prevailing at the date of filing petition for union 
passenger station, and thus preventing hereafter consideration of same upon 
its merits, as should be done. 

At the date of filing petition, June 17, 1910, very little work had l>een done 
towards making any changes, no considerable expense incurred, and in passing 
upon the matter, the work that has been done since, though it is iwssible the 
greater part of the old and new could be utilized in the construction of a new 
station, should not be considered, as respondents have done same at their peril, 
due notice having been given that petition for a new union station was being 
considered. 

I shall now consider the case upon its merits. Writing the opinion in this 
case, I stated that the citizens of Raleigh had been very patient, and that in 
agreeing to withdraw their request for a new union passenger station, provided 
certain additional improvements were made, were modest in their demands. 

It is unnecessary to again recite the facts set out in the former order in this 
cause. It was admitted that the accommodations were inadequate, and the 
admissions, with the facts found, justify the ordering of a new station, and I 
am of the opinion that respondents, now having been relieved from inclosing the 
concourse, should be required to unite in the Joint undertaking of the erection 
and maintaining of a new, modern station, with accommodations commensurate 
with the business and revenue received, and sufficient to promote the security, 
convenience, and accommodation of the traveling public, and in keeping with 
the importance of the place, it being the capital city of the State, and it being 
one, too, in which the people of the whole State are interested. This should be 
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erected on the present site, which is an ideal and convenient one, but at 
present with conditions very much congested, lack of trackage room, facilities 
for handling baggage, unattractive and insufficient lunch-room, mail-room, etc., 
etc., all of- which can be overcome by the purchasing of available land adjoin- 
ing at a reasonable price, or, if not, can be secured, under the statute, by 
condemnation proceedings. 

Respondent Norfolk Southern Railroad Company is now paying $5,000, 
annually, trackage rights, which sum is equivalent to an investment of $125,000, 
and this company could, no doubt, enter the station on its own tracks for a 
sum considerably less than this. 

Respondent Raleigh and Southport Railway is paying interest on an invest- 
ment equal to $30,000. However, if upon survey and full investigation, it be 
found impracticable for the last-mentioned roads to enter upon their own 
tracks, trackage rights or rental could be acquired on such terms as would 
protect both the weak and stronger lines under the statute authorizing the 
Commission to require the establishment of union passenger stations, which 
reads as follows : 

To require, when practicable, and when the necessities of the 
case, in the judgment of the Corporation Commission, require, 
any two or more railroads which now or hereafter may enter any ) 
city or town to have one common or union passenger depot for 
the security, accommodation, and convenience of the traveling 
public, and to unite in the joint undertaking and expense of erect- 
ing, constructing, and maintaining such union passenger depot 
commensurate with the business and revenues of such railroad 
companies or corporations, on such terms, regulations, provisions, 
and conditions as the Commission shall prescribe. The rail- 
roads so ordered to construct a union depot shall have power 
to condemn land for such purpose, as in case* of locating and con- 
structing a line of railroad. 

At the expiration of the suspended order, I shall consider it upon conditions 
appearing at that time.

R. W. HOUSE et als. v. ATLANTIC COAST LINE RAILROAD COMPANY- 
PETITION FOR SIDING. 

Bbown, Commissioner: Petitioners in this case are engaged in sawmill 
business and ask that respondent place a siding near their plant at a point 
between Hobgood and Oak City. Petitioners allege that they will be able to 
deliver one million feet of lumber at siding during this year and will furnish 
three million feet before the mill is removed. Petitioners agree to furnish the 
necessary cross-ties and do the grading. 

Upon investigation, it appearing that, in addition to use of siding by peti- 
tioners, it will convenience a large community of shippers, respondent is noti- 
fied that in the opinion of the Commission the business that would accrue to 
said siding will justify the expense of placing and maintaining same, and it 
should grant the relief sought by petitioner without formal hearing and order; 

Respondent, through its general superintendent, expressing a willingness to 
meet the views of the Commission, case is closed.

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ELLINGTON BUILDING SUPPLY COMPANY v, SEABOARD AIR LINE 
RAILWAY— PETITION FOR SIDING. 

Brown, Commissioner: The petition in this matter was filed July 21. 1910, 
and answer thereto August 1, 1910. At a session of the Commission at 
Raleigh on August 1, 1910, it was called for hearing, petitioners being repre- 
sented by J. N. Holding, Esq., and respondent by J. H. Pou, Esq. Witnesses 
were sworn, and during course of examination both parties asked leave for 
continuance, as they felt a satisfactory agreement could be reached. 

At a session of the Commission on August 5, 1910, petitioner and respondent 
again appear, saying that they had failed to agree, petitioner objecting to 
certain agreement required to be entered into for siding and respondent fur- 
ther objecting to assuming responsibility of placing siding at point desired, 
alleging unsafe place to cut main line, it being on a grade and near a curve, 
and both parties now asking that the Commission pass upon the matter. 

Further examination of witnesses was had, with the following pertinent 
facts appearing: 

Petitioner, Ellington Building Supply Company, has a lumber plant located 
within the corporate limits of the city of Raleigh and is engaged in the 
business of general manufacturing of building material, such as sash, doors, 
blinds, flooring, and other kinds of building material, including rough and 
dressed lumber, the operating of a planing mill for dressing and shipping 
lumber to other markets and a general lumber and wood business, and the 
handling of shingles, laths, roofing of all kinds, etc., etc. 

That petitioner is successor to the North Carolina Building and Supply Com- 
pany, who have conducted a similar business for the past twelve years, but 
now desire to remove their plant to a new location on property on line of 
Seaboard Air Line Railway, which they have recently purchased, and on 
which they are erecting and constructing buildings which will cost $10,000, 
and to equip the same with machinery for the operation of said business, which 
said machinery petitioner now owns and has in its possession, the same being 
of the value of $8,000. Petitioner already has on said lot 75,000 feet of lum- 
ber and other material for constructing their buildings. 

Petitioner asks for a siding or spur track over 400 feet in length and less 
than 600 feet to said plant 

It appears from the evidence that a reasonable estimate of the amount of 
freight that would accrue to respondent road by reason of said side or spur 
track would be from $2,000 to $2,400 per annum, and that the business estab- 
lished will be of some permaneney. That the business and revenue accruing 
to respondent Seaboard Air Line Railway would justify respondent in putting 
in siding or spur track. This is not controverted by respondent. 

That by extending siding to a distance of 584 feet, which can be done by 
reason of purchase of additional land since this proceeding began, an element 
of danger both from fire and operation will be materially lessened. 

That respondent is willing to waive jurisdiction of the Commission in which 
it is limited, under the statute, to require construction of side-tracks not 
exceeding 500 feet in length, as it tends to promote safety, but in doing so 
asks that petitioner relieve respondent from any damages or loss, except from 
negligence on part of respondent, by fire to petitioner's property communicated 
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by locomotives or engines of the railway resulting from operation beyond the 
right of way of respondent company. This the Commission understands peti- 
tioner is willing to do. 

That according to estimate of Assistant Engineer Coburu, of respondent road, 
the cost of constructing said siding or spur track, using such material as set 
out in specification, would be about $1,100. With the facts appearing as above 
set forth, the Commission is of the opinion that the petitioner is entitled to the 
siding or spur-track facilities asked for, and It is, therefore, ordered that upon 
petitioner doing or paying for the necessary grading, furnishing the cross-ties, 
one-half of the switch-ties, and assuming one-half the cost of culvert or drain 
pipe used, that respondent construct a siding or spur track to petitioner's place 
of business, furnishing all rails, fastenings, switches, and all other material 
necessary to properly construct said siding or spur track, within thirty days 
from the date hereof.

CITIZENS OF SHELBY v. SEABOARD AIR LINE RAILWAY— IN RE 
DEPOT FACILITIES. 

Bbown, Commissioner: Hearing on exceptions of respondent to order of the 
Corporation Commission In matter of passenger station. O. M. Mull, attorney 
for petitioners ; J. H. Pou, attorney for respondent. 

This cause coming on to be heard upon exceptions by respondent, petitioners 
being represented by O. M. Mull, Esq., attorney, and respondent by J. H. Pou, 
Esq., attorney. 

Argument of counsel is heard, together with explanations by W. A. Gore, 
superintendent of respondent road, of plans submitted for proposed arrange- 
ment of present station buildings. 

The Commission is not convinced that adequate accommodations can be 
given for passengers, together with the proper handling of freight, by such 
rearrangement of present station building as proposed, and is of the opinion 
that exceptions should be overruled. 

After full consideration, It is ordered that the exceptions be and they are 
hereby overruled, and that the order heretofore made in this, case is in all 
respects affirmed. 

And it is further ordered .that plans and specifications for said station be 
submitted to the Commission as heretofore ordered, within thirty days from 
the date hereof.

IN RE TELEPHONE RATES FOR SOUTHERN BELL TELEPHONE AND 
TELEGRAPH COMPANY, MURPHY, N. C. 

Whereas it appears to the Corporation Commission that the Southern Bell 
Telephone and Telegraph Company proposes to furnish telephone service for 
the town of Murphy ; and 

Whereas it appears that the said Southern Bell Telephone and Telegraph 
Company and the mayor and board of commissioners have agreed upon the 
rates for said service; 

It is, therefore, ordered, in accordance with said agreement, that when the 
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Southern Bell Telephone and Telegraph Company shall have rebuilt the tele- 
phone exchange at Murphy and made subscribers' lines metallic circuit, the 
following rates shall be allowed for said service, to wit: 

(a) Until three hundred (300) stations are connected with said exchange, 
the rates charged for Murphy exchange telephone service shall not be in 
excess of-- 

Unlimited special-line business stations $3.00 per month. 

Unlimited duplex-line business stations 2.50 per month. 

Unlimited special-line residence stations 2.00 per month. 

Unlimited duplex-line residence stations 1.50 per month. 

(b) When the number of stations connected with said exchange shall exceed 
three hundred (300), and not exceed Ave hundred (500). the rates charged for 
Murphy exchange service shall not be in excess of — 

Unlimited special-line business stations $3.50 per month. 

Unlimited duplex-line business stations 3.00 per month. 

Unlimited special-line residence stations 2.00 per month. 

Unlimited duplex-line residence stations 1.50 per month.

CITIZENS OF FAYETTEVILLE v. ATLANTIC 1 COAST LINE RAILROAD 
COMPANY AND RALEIGH AND SOUTHPORT RAILWAY COMPANY— 
IN RE UNION PASSENGER STATION— ORDER. 

This is a petition for a union passenger station at Fayetteville. 

Petition alleges that each of the defendants now has a separate depot or pas- 
senger station, but that neither has a station or depot adequate, convenient, 
or offering suitable accommodation for the traveling public. 

The Raleigh and Southport Railway Company answered and denied the alle- 
gation that it has not a depot or station adequate, convenient, and offering 
suitable accommodation for the traveling public in the city of Fayetteville ; on 
the contrary, it alleges that its station is adequate and convenient for the 
traveling public. 

The Atlantic Coast Line Railroad Company answered and admitted that It 
did not have a passenger depot adequate, convenient, or offering suitable 
accommodation for the traveling public, and alleging that while it Is practicable 
for defendants to have a common or union passenger station, there Is no neces- 
sity for its adoption. Before answering in a formal way, the Atlantic Coast 
Line Railroad Company filed with the Commission plans and specifications, 
according to which, it alleged, they proposed to remodel and" change the present 
passenger station, and contended that, thus remodeled, the station would in all 
respects be adequate. 

It was stated by both defendants that with the depot remodeled according 
to the plans filed, it was probable terms could be arranged between them by 
which both defendants could occupy it. 

The plans and specifications were not satisfactory to complainants, and as 
issue was joined as to union passenger station, the case was heard in Fayette- 
ville on the 31st day of August, 1910. 

Both petitioners and defendants offered evidence, which was taken down by 
stenographer and copy thereof made and filed in the record in this case. 
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The testimony established the total inadequacy of the present Atlantic Coast 
Line Railroad Company's depot. It was erected some time after the Wilson 
short-cut was constructed through Fayetteville, and before the business of this 
road had attained anything like its present proportions, and for the accommo- 
dation of the traveling public on this road. Since its erection the Atlantic 
Coast Line Railroad Company acquired and is now operating so much of the 
Cape Fear and Yadkin Valley Railroad as is between Sanford and Wilmington 
and Fayetteville and Bennettsville. The Cape Fear and Yadkin Valley Rail- 
road had a passenger station at Fayetteville more commodious than the present 
Atlantic Coast Line Railroad Company's station ; but the Cape Fear and Yad- 
kin Valley Railroad station was discontinued upon the purchase above re- 
ferred to, and all passenger trains operated by the Atlantic Coast Line Rail- 
road Company to Fayetteville go in and out from the present passenger sta- 
tion erected on the Wilson short-cut 

The revenue received by the Atlantic Coast Line Railroad Company from 
this station, per year, was alleged to be from $15,000 to $18,000 per month 
for passengers, and that its receipts from freight amount to some $60,000 to 
$70,000 per month, or about two-thirds of a million dollars per annum, making 
the total receipts of said road about $1,000,000 per annum. 

The Atlantic Coast Line Railroad Company admitted that it received for 
itself and Its connection from this station for the last fiscal year from freights 
$289,559, from passengers $116,937. or a total of $406,496. 

The population of Fayetteville and suburbs is estimated to be about 15,000. 

The evidence established the fact that the Raleigh and Southport Railway 
Company has an adequate depot 

The law authorizing the Corporation Commission to require two or more 
railroads to unite in the erection of union passenger stations has the follow- 
ing proviso : 

Provided, that nothing in this section shall be construed to 
authorize the Commission to require the construction of such 
union depot should the railroad companies at the time of appli- 
cation for said order have separate depots which, in the opinion 
of the Corporation Commission, are adequate and convenient and 
offer suitable accommodation for the traveling public. 

In view of this provision, the Corporation Commission is of the opinion that 
it cannot require the defendants to unite in the erection of a union passenger 
station, but for many considerations it Is desirable for defendants to occupy 
and use the same passenger station. It Is admitted by both defendants that 
this Is practicable. m It was announced in one of the conferences held by this 
Commission with the defendants that it was probable these defendants could 
agree upon terms upon which the Raleigh and Southport Railway could occupy 
the station of the Atlantic Coast Line Railroad Company, and it is hoped by 
the Commission that such an agreement will be perfected. 

Upon consideration of the plans submitted by the Atlantic Coast Line Rail- 
road Company, the Commission Is of the opinion that such plans do not provide 
for sufficient or adequate depot facilities at Fayetteville. The general arrange- 
ments of the station are not such as they should be. The waiting-rooms are 
too small ; the ladies' retiring-room Is too small. The defect in the proposed 
plans arises out of the fact, in the opinion of the Commission, that the Atlantic 
Coast Line Railroad Company is insisting upon using and remodeling the pres- 
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ent passenger station, which is admittedly entirely too small, and was erected 
at a cost originally of probably not more than $4,000 or $5,000 and at a site 
which probably would not be chosen for such station to-day. 

It is, therefore, ordered that the plans for remodeling the station submitted 
by the Atlantic Coast Line Railroad Company be and the same are hereby 
disapproved, and it is further ordered that the Atlantic Coast Line Railroad 
Company submit other plans within thirty days from the date hereof for pas- 
senger facilities at Fayetteville. Franklin McNeill,

the classes of service below, viz. : 

$4.00 per month for unlimited special-line business service; 

$3.50 per month for unlimited duplex-line business service; 

$2.50 per month for unlimited special-line residence service; 

$2.00 per month for unlimited duplex-line residence service.

CITIZENS OF FAYETTEVILLE v. ATLANTIC COAST LINE RAILROAD 
COMPANY AND RALEIGH AND SOUTHPORT RAILROAD COMPANY— 
IN RE UNION PASSENGER STATION. 

This cause was heard on exceptions by committee to plans and specifications 
filed by defendant for passenger station at Fayetteville. 

Maj. E, J. Hale and Messrs. Rose and McAllister, committee, were present, 
and represented committee. George B. Elliott, Esq., assistant general counsel, 
was present and represented defendant. 

The second and fourth exceptions were insisted upon and defendant agreed 
to enlarge waiting-rooms by making them 5 feet wider and to add a porte co- 
chere; and same being satisfactory to the parties and In the oplulon of the 
Commission, also, it Is 

Ordered, that the plans and specifications, modified as above, be and they 
are hereby approved, and that the passenger station be constructed within six 
months from the date hereof.

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CITIZENS OF SHELBY v. SEABOARD AIR LINE RAILWAY— IN RE PAS- 
SENGER STATION FACILITIES. 

This cause coming on for further bearing upon approval of plans submitted 
by respondent company for the passenger station heretofore ordered to be 
erected at Shelby, and it appearing that the plans submitted are satisfactory 
to petitioners and in compliance with the order of the Commission in this 
cause: 

It is ordered that respondent proceed without delay to the erection of said 
station, to the end that same be completed within four months from date 
hereof.

DEMURRAGE, STORAGE, TRANSFER AND SWITCHING RULES. 
(Superseding all Rules in Conflict Therewith.) 
DEMURRAGE RULES. 
Rule I. 
Cant Subject to Rules. 
Cars held for or by consignors or consignees for loading, unloading, forward- 
ing directions, or for any other purpose, are subject to these demurrage rules, 
except as follows : 

(a) Cars loaded with live stock. 

(6) Empty cars placed for loading coal at mines or mine sidings, or coke at 
coke ovens. 

(c) Empty private cars stored on carrier's or private tracks, provided such 
cars have not been placed or tendered for loading on the orders of a shipper. 

Note. — Private cars while in railroad service, whether on carrier's or pri- 
vate tracks, are subject to these demurrage rules to the same extent as cars of 
railroad ownership. 

(Empty private cars are in railroad service from the time they are placed 
by the carrier for loading or tendered for loading on the orders of a shipper. 
Private cars under lading are in railroad service until the lading is removed 
and cars are regularly released. Cars which belong to an industry performing 
its own switching service are in railroad service from the time they are placed 
by the industry upon designated interchange tracks and thereby tendered to 
the carrier for movement. If such cars are subsequently returned empty, they 
are out of service when withdrawn by the industry from the interchange ; if 
returned under load, railroad service is not at an end until the lading is duly 
removed.) 

Instructions. — Cars loaded with company material for use of and consigned 
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to the railroad in whose possession the cars are held, are not subject to de- 
murrage and shall not be reported by agents, unless specifically instructed so 
to do. 

Empty cars placed for loading with company material are subject to demur- 
rage, unless the loading is done by the railroad company. 

Section A. — Empty cars placed for loading live stock by shippers are not 
exempt, and should be reix>rted. 

Section B. — This exception will not apply after loading has commenced. 

Section (7. — Empty private cars, stored on tracks, switched by carriers, taken 
for loading without order or requisition from shipper, and without formal as- 
signment by carrier's agent, shall be recorded as placed for loading when 
actual loading is begun. 

Section C. — Note. — Private cars belonging to an industry which does its own 
switching, placed upon an interchange track for forwarding and refused by the 
carrier's inspector, shall be released from demurrage if withdrawn by the in- 
dustry from the interchange track within twenty-four (24) hours after rejec- 
tion. 

Rule II. 

Free Time Allowed, 
(a) Forty -eight hours (two days) free time will be allowed for loading or 
unloading on all commodities. 

(&) Twenty-four hours (one day) free time will be allowed: 

1. When cars are held for reconsignment or switching orders. 

2. When cars destined for delivery to or for forwarding by a connecting line 
are held for surrender of bill of lading or for payment of lawful freight 
charges. 

3. When cars are held in transit and placed for inspection or grading. 

(c) Cars containing freight consigned locally to ocean, gulf or lake ports for 
coastwise or export movement via vessel will be allowed a maximum of ninety- 
six hours' free time, provided the terminal agent is advised within forty-eight 
hours after arrival that such disposition will be made. Otherwise, the usual 
forty-eight-hour rule will apply. The railroad reserves the right, however, to 
unload the cars and store the lading at the expense of owner at such time as it 
may seem proper after the expiration of the free time allowed. 

Instructions. — Section (a). — When the same car is both unloaded and re- 
loaded, each transaction will be treated as independent of the other. 

Section (b), 1. — Applies to cars held on carrier's line for disposition. A 
change of consignee after arrival of car at destination is not a reconsignment 
under these rules, unless a switching movement is involved. 

Rule III. 

Computing Time. 

Note. — In computing time, Sundays and legal holidays (National, State, and 
municipal) will be excluded. When a legal holiday falls on a Sunday, the 
following' Monday will be excluded. 

(a) On cars held for loading, time will be computed from the first 7 A. M. 
after placement on public-delivery tracks. 

(b) On cars held for orders, time will be computed from the first 7 A. M. 
after the day on which notice of arrival is sent to consignee. On cars held 
for unloading, time will be computed from the first 7 A. M. after placement on 
public-delivery tracks and after the day on which notice of arrival is sent to 
consignee. 
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(c) On cars containing freight in bond, time will be computed from the first 
7 A. M. after permit to receive goods is issued to consignees by United States 
collector of customs. 

(d) On cars containing freight subject to State inspection, time will be com- 
puted from the first 7 A. M. after inspection by State officials. 

(e) On cars to be delivered on any other than public-delivery tracks, time 
will be computed from the first 7 A. M. after actual or constructive placement 
on such tracks. See Rule 4 (Notification) and Rules 5 and 6 (Constructive 
Placement). 

(/) On cars to be delivered on interchange tracks of industrial plants per- 
forming their own switching service, time will be computed from the first 7 
A. M. following actual or constructive placement on such interchange tracks 
until return thereto. See Rule 4 (Notification) and Rules 5 and 6 (Con- 
structive Placement). Cars returned loaded will not be recorded released 
until necessary billing instructions are given. 

Rule IV. 
Notification. 

(a) Consignee shall be notified by carrier's agent In writing, or as otherwise 
agreed to by carrier and consignee, within twenty-four hours after arrival of 
cars and billing at destination, such notice to contain point of shipment, car 
Initials and numbers, and the contents, and, if transferred in transit, the 
initials and number of the original car. In case car is not placed on public- 
delivery track within twenty- four hours after notice of arrival has been sent, 
a notice of placement shall be given to consignee. 

(6) When cars are ordered stopped in transit, the party ordering the cars 
stopped shall be notified upon arrival of cars at point of stoppage. 

(c) Delivery of cars upon private or industrial Interchange tracks, or 
written notice to consignee of readiness to so deliver, will constitute notifica- 
tion thereof to consignee. 

Instructions. — Notification. — Agents are cautioned that, In order to be legal, 
notices of the arrival of cars must be in writing, and must contain all of the 
items of information specified by this rule. If notices are sent by mail, an 
impression copy of both sides of the postal card should be retained. If deliv- 
ered by messenger, a receipt should be taken for the notice when practicable 
In order to avoid possibilities of dispute. 

In many cases it is desirable for both consignee and carrier that notices be 
given in some other way, especially by telephone, but such notices are not legal 
under this rule except when "agreed to by carrier and consignee." In case 
consignees desire or will accept some notice other than the written notice, agents 
will require a written request from them to that effect, and this request, 
agreed to by the agent, must be retained on file in order to legalize the notice. 
Where the telephone form of notice is adopted, the agent should require the 
name of the receiver of the message when the notice is given. In the absence 
of specific agreement to the contrary, however, agents must not fail to give 
the regular written notice required by this rule. 

Attention is also directed to the fact that when cars are for delivery to 
public team tracks, and placement is delayed for more than twenty-four (24) 
hours after notice of arrival is given, the notice of arrival is not a legal basis 
for assessment of demurrage for delay after placement In such cases a 
notice of placement must also be given to the consignee, and the free time for 
unloading computed according to the notice of placement. 
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Rule V. 
Placing Cars for Unloading. 

(a) When delivery of cars consigned or ordered to private or industrial 
interchange tracks cannot be made, on account of the act or neglect of the 
consignee, or the inability of the consignee to receive, delivery will be con- 
sidered to have been made when the cars were tendered. The carrier's agent 
must give the consignee written notice of all cars he has been unable to deliver 
because of the condition of the private or interchange, tracks or because of 
other conditions attributable to consignee. This will be considered constructive 
placement. See Rule 4 (Notification). 

(&) When delivery cannot be made on specially designated public-delivery 
tracks, on account of such tracks being fully occupied, or from other cause 
beyond the control of the carrier, the delivery will be made at the nearest 
available point accessible to the consignee and the consignee so notified. 

Rule VI. 
Car 8 for Loading. 

(a) Cars for loading will be considered placed when such cars are actually 
placed or held on orders of the consignor. In 'the latter case the agent must 
give the consignor written notice of all cars which he has been unable to place 
because of condition of the private track or because of other conditions attrib- 
utable to the consignor. This will be considered constructive placement. 

(&) When empty cars, placed for loading on orders, are not used, demur- 
rage will be charged from the first 7 A. M. after placing or tender until 
released, with no time allowance. 

Rule VII. 
Demurrage Charges. 
After the expiration of the free time allowed, a charge of $1 per car per day, 
or fraction of a day, will be made until car is released. 

Instructions. — (a) Charges accruing under these rules must be collected in 
the same manner and with the same regularity and promptness as other trans- 
portation charges, and agents will in like manner be held responsible for same. 

(&) Freight upon which charges have accrued under these rules shall not be 
removed from railroad premises until charges thereon have been paid. When 
consignor or consignee refuses to pay, agent will hold freight until payment is 
made, and continue to charge until freight is removed ; or, at his option, may 
send freight to public warehouses or yards, where the same will be held, sub- 
ject to storage charges and all other charges. 

(c) When cars are detained on private or specially designated tracks for un- 
loading beyond the time allowed, and demurrage charges are not promptly paid, 
agent must, upon advice to that effect from the manager of the Demurrage 
and Storage Department, after giving five (5) days' written notice, decline to 
switch cars to private or specially designated tracks for such parties, and 
thereafter tender freight from public team tracks and collect all charges before 
delivery, until satisfactory guaranty is given that demurrage rules will be com- 
plied with. 

(d) Charges that accrue while cars are held for loading, and shipments for 
billing Instructions, or reconsignment, will be collected by agents of the for- 
warding lines, when such shipments are ordered to points on connecting lines 
within switching limits. When charges accrue on shipments ordered or des- 
tined to points beyond switching limits, such charges must be collected by the 
agent of the forwarding line or entered upon shipping tickets, bills of lading 
and way-bills as "advances" before freight is forwarded. 
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Rule VIII. 

Claim*. 

No demurrage charges shall be assessed under these rules for detention of 

cars through causes named below. If, through error, demurrage charges are 

assessed or collected under such conditions, they shall be promptly canceled or 

refunded by the carrier. 

CAUSES. 

(a) Weather interference: 

1. When the condition of the weather during the prescribed free time is 
such as to make it impossible to employ men or teams in loading or unloading, 
or impossible to place freight in cars, or to move it from cars without serious 
injury to the freight. 

2. When shipments are frozen so as to prevent unloading during the pre- 
scribed free time, or when, because of high water or snowdrifts, it is impos- 
sible to get to cars for loading or unloading during the prescribed free time. 

(6) Bunching: 

1. Cars for loading. — When, by reason of delay or irregularity of the carrier 
in filling orders, cars are bunched and placed for loading in accumulated num- 
bers in excess of daily orders. The shipper shall be allowed such free time 
for loading as he would have been entitled to had the cars been placed for 
loading as ordered. 

2. Cars for unloading or reconsigning. — When, as a direct result of the act 
or neglect of carriers, cars destined for one consignee, at one point, and trans- 
ported via the same route, are bunched in transit and delivered in accumulated 
numbers In excess of daily shipments, claim to be presented to the carriers 
agent before the expiration of the free time. The consignee shall be allowed 
such free time as he would have been entitled to had the cars been delivered 
in accordance with the daily rate of shipment. 

(c) Demand of overcharge. 

When the carrier's agent demands the payment of transportation charges 
in excess of tariff authority. 

(d) Delayed or Improper notice by carrier. 

Note. — When notice has l>een given in substantial compliance with the re- 
quirements as specified by the rules, the consignee shall not thereafter have 
the right to call in question the sufficiency of such notice unless within twenty- 
four hours after receiving the same he shall serve upon the delivering carrier 
a full written statement of his objections to the sufficiency of said notice. 

(e) Railroad errors or omissions. 

Instructions. — Section (a), 1 and 2. — When shipper claims exemption under 
this rule, agents must obtain a written statement from him to the effect that 
the conditions were such as set forth in the rule. 

Section (a), 2. — The exemption on account of high water or snowdrifts ap- 
plies only when the point at which car is placed for loading or unloading is 
inaccessible 1 to the general public by reason of these conditions. 

Section (b), Clause 2. — When claim is made for exemption from demurrage on 
account of bunching of cars for unloading or reconsigning, as provided in this 
rule, agents will require written statement of all cars transported via the same 
route, with date and point of shipment of each, as evidenced by the bills of 
lading, if necessary, and forward same to the manager of the Demurrage and 
Storage Department, with report showing exemption demanded on account of 
such bunching. 
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Sections (c) and (e). — When demurrage should not be collected under these 
sections, agents will make report to the manager of the Demurrage and Storage 
Department, together with copy of billing and all information in their posses- 
sion, showing where the error occurred. 

Rule IX. 
Average Ayr cement. 

When a shipper or receiver enters into the following agreement, the charge 
for detention to cars, provided for by Rule 7, on all cars held for loading or 
unloading by such shipper or receiver shall be computed on the basis of the 
average time of detention to all such cars during each calendar month, such 
average detention to be computed as follows: 

(a) A credit of one day will be allowed for each car released within the 
first twenty-four hours of free time. A debit of one day will be charged for 
each twenty-four hours or fraction thereof that a car is detained beyond the 
first forty-eight hours of free time. In no case shall more than one day's 
credit be allowed on any one car, and in no case shall more than seven days' 
credits be applied in cancellation of debits accruing on any one car. 

(6) At the end of the calendar month the total number of days credited 
will be deducted from the total number of days debited, and $1 per day 
charged for the remainder. If the credits equal or exceed the debits, no 
charge will be made for the detention of the cars, aud no payment will be 
made to shippers or receivers on account of such excess of credits, nor shall 
the credits in excess of the debits of any one month be considered in comput- 
ing the average detention for another month. 

(c) Credits earned on cars belonging to one class of equipment shall not be 
used in offsetting debits accruing on cars belonging to a different class of 
equipment. For the purpose of applying this provision, cars shall be deemed 
to consist of two classes: (1) Box cars, including refrigerator cars; (2) 
freight cars of all other descriptions. 

(d) A shipper or receiver who elects to take advantage of this average 
agreement shall not be entitled to cancellation or refund of demurrage charges 
under sections (a) and (6) of Rule VIII. 

(e) A shipper or receiver who elects to take advantage of this average 
agreement may be required to give sufficient security to the carrier for the 
payment of balances against him at the end of each month. 

AGREEMENT. 

To Railroad Company: 

In accordance with the terms of Rule IX of the 

Demurrage Bureau, reading as follows: 

(Insert Rule IX in agreement) 

I (or we) do expressly agree with the above-named railroad 
company that I (or we) will make prompt payment of all car- 
service charges accruing in accordance with such rule during the 
continuance of this agreement on cars held for loading or unload- 
ing by me (or us) or on my (or our) account at 

station of the above-named railroad company. This agreement is 

to take effect 19 and to continue until 

terminated by thirty days' written notice to the railroad company. 



Approved and accepted by and on behalf of the above-named 
railroad company by 
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Instructions. — Application for agreement provided for in Rule IX will be 
forwarded to the manager of the Demurrage and Storage Department, and, 
when executed, instructions will be fur Dished the agent as to the method of 
reporting. 

STORAGE RULES. 

Storage and demurrage may be assessed by railroad companies on all freight 
received for delivery in car-load lots or in less than car-load lots if not re- 
moved in conformity with the following rules and regulations: 

Rule 1. 

No storage charges, however, shall in any case be allowed unless notice of 
the arrival of goods has been given to the owner or consignee thereof by the 
railroad company, and it shall be the duty of such railroad company to give 
prompt notice to consignee of the arrival of goods, together with the contents, 
weight, and amount of freight charges due thereon as shown by way-bill, and 
when goods or freight of any kind, in car-load consignments, said notice must 
contain letters or initials and number of the car. Notice shall be given by de- 
livering same in writing in person or by leaving same at consignee's place of 
business or by depositing it in the post-offlce. 

Rule 2. 

For storage of package freights and all freight less than car-load, unloaded 
in depot or warehouse, which is not removed by the owner thereof from the 
custody of the railroad company within forty-eight hours (not including Sun- 
days and legal holidays), a charge of storage for each day or fraction of a day 
that such consignment may remain in the custody of the carrier of 1 cent per 
100 pounds per day, with minimum charge of 5 cents for any one package or 
lot for any one consignee, may be made ; but not more than $1 per day for any 
one consignment not in excess of a car-load. 

Rule 3. 

When consignors ship goods consigned to themselves, or order, it shall be the 
duty of the railroad company to give legal notice to such consignees or persons 
to whom shipping directions order delivery. This notice may be addressed 
by mail to the consignee at point of delivery, and storage will begin as in 
other cases of notice by mail ; and the mailing of such notice shall be sufficient 
notice in such cases, whether the consignee actually received the same or not 

Rule 4. 

The time allowed for removing freight before storage or demurrage charges 
apply will be computed from 7 o'clock A. M. of the day following date of 
notice (Sundays and legal holidays excepted). 

Rule 5. 

Whenever the weather during the period of free time is so severe, Inclement, 
or rainy that it is impracticable to secure means of removal or loading of 
freight, or where from the nature of the goods removal or loading would cause 
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Id jury or damage, such time shall be added to the free period, and no storage 
charges shall be allowed for such additional time. This rule applies to the 
state of the weather during business hours. 

Refusal of Consignee to Accept Shipments of Freight. 
(Rule 15, Circular No. 115.) 

Where a consignee shall give to the delivering carrier notice of his refusal 
to accept a shipment of freight properly tendered in pursuance of the bill of 
lading, the delivering carrier shall give to the consignor legal notice of such 
refusal, and if the consignor fails within three days thereafter to give direc- 
tion for the disposition of such goods, he shall thenceforth become liable to 
such carrier for the usual storage charges, to the same extent and at the same 
rate as such charges are now, under like circumstances, by the rules of this 
Commission, imposed upon consignees who neglect or refuse, after notice of 
arrival, to remove freight of like character. 

And where a consignee of freight, either in car-loads or less than car-loads, 
shall fail or neglect to remove such freight within six days after the expira- 
tion of free time, then the carrier shall, through the agent at point of ship- 
ment, so notify the shipper, unless the consignee has signified his acceptance 
of the property. Said notice may either be served personally or given by mail. 

No such notice to the consignor, however, shall be required of a carrier 
company where goods are shipped in less than car-load lots, unless such goods, 
or the packages containing the same, or way-bill, shall legibly bear the name 
and address of the consignor thereof. 

A consignee who has once refused to accept a consignment of goods shall 
not thereafter be entitled to receive the same, except upon the payment of all 
charges for storage which would otherwise have accrued. 

TRANSFER AND SWITCHING RULES. 
Rules 30, 31, and 32 of Rules Governing Transportation of Freight. 

Rule 30. A charge of no more than $2 per car wilj be allowed for switch- 
ing or transferring a car from any point on any road to any connecting road 
or warehouse within a space of one mile from starting point ; over one and not 
more than two miles, $3; over two miles and not over three miles, $4, without 
regard to weight or contents. 

Rule 31. When in the transfer of a car between said points it is necessary 
to pass over the line of any intermediate road or roads, the maximum charge 
of $2, $3 or $4, as the case may be, shall be equitably divided between the 
roads at Interest. 

Rule 32. When a charge is made for the transfer of loaded cars between 
said points no additional charge shall be made for the delivery or return of 
the empty cars. 

LOCAL TRANSFER AND SWITCHING CHARGES. 

Rules 13 and 14 of Circular No. 36. 

Rule 13. Railroad companies shall furnish shippers cars for loading, and 

shall also accept from each other cars loaded at warehouses or side-tracks of 

one road for delivery at side-tracks or warehouses on the other road within 
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the space of two miles beyond the starting point. The railroad company fur- 
nishing the car and performing the initial movement may charge $2.50 per car. 

Rule 14. When car is destined to a warehouse on a connecting line which 
requires switching, the company so receiving and delivering may charge $1.50 
additional. 

After car is placed for loading, the shipper shall load same within twenty- 
four hours therefrom, and consignee shall, when car is placed for unloading, 
unload same within twenty-four hours; otherwise, the usual demurrage charges 
may be made.
